Vessels Between Chicago Harbor and the 
Exposition Pier May Travel in a Broad 
and Safe Way~Fourteen Miles of Cables 
for the Biggest Thing of the Kind in 
the World Have Arrived and the Work 
Will He Completed This Week—The 

"i Apparatus—How It Is Laid. 

The big cables which are to be used in lay- 
ing the system of electric light buoys from 
Chicago harbor to the steamboat pier at Jack- 
son Park arrived yesterday. The, line has all 
been staked off and accurately measured and 
the buoys will be in place within a week. This 
line'is the greatest thing of its kind im the 
world. Itis being constructed under the direc- 
tion ‘of Commander John J. Brice, U. 8. N., 
Inspector of the Ninth Lighthouse District. 
The lighthouse tender Dahlia will be em- 


the system wiil be in itself an extremely in- 
teresting exhibit, not only to sailors and elec- 
trical experts, but to every one who is curious 
about the workings of electricity. The first 
system of the kind was that laid in New York 
harbor, but compared to the Jackson Park 
line the former is a poor and primitive piece 
of work. 

The system will consist of thirteen buoys 
half a mile apart, each one ‘surmounted by 
an incandescent light of 100 candle-power, 
‘and visible eight milesin clear weather.

” The buoys themselves are known techically as 


spur buoys, and consist of a long, round timber. 
Each is anchored to the bottom by anchors 
weighing one and one-half tons. The lamps 
will be about twelve feet above water. The 
auxiliary cable enters the buoy near the bot- 
tom and runs up through the timber until it 
reaches the top, then turns and runs down the 
opposite side to the bottom and thence to the 
next buoy. Instead of connecting with the 
lamps as with an ordinary incandesceat lamp 
aseries coil taps the cable a short distance 
from the lamp. ‘This runs across to the cable 
as it returns °to the lake on the opposite of 
the spar, and allows only enough of the cur- 
rent to go into the lamp to produce 100 can- 
dle power. 

At the end of the line, about half a mile 
off Van Buren street pier, the last buoy of the 
series will be located. After leaving the buoy 
the cable will cannect with the main cable. 
This runs along the bottom of the lake along 
the line taken by the auxiliary cable and efids 
at the converter at the end of the pier at the 
Fair grounds, thus completing the circuit. 

' Fourteen Miles of Cable. . 


The entire length of the cable will be four- 
teen miles. At the deepest place it will be 
about thirty feet from the surface of the 
water and in no case will it be near enough for 
vessels to become entangled in it. 
Following the curves of the _ chan- 
nel established by ..the survey last 
year, the lights will at no point be over one 
and a quarter miles from the shore line. The 
main cable is about aninchin diameter. It 
was made to be very flexible, and on this av- 
count had seven separate wires for the core 
instead of one large one. One wire forms the 
center, with the rest wound aroynd it. Around 
these wires are placed three layers of gutta 
percha. Two layers of jute, wound in dif- 
ferent directions, cover the gutta percha, and 
the whole is wound with a wire sheath. The 
wire guards against sharp rocks and takes up 
the wear from the motion of the water. 

The lamps are somewhat different from the 
ordinary incandescent lamp. The globes are 
round and are about a foot in diameter. The 
filament as it passes through the shell is given 
three twists, instead of the plain loop. Each 
is placed directly.on top of its buoy and pro- 
‘tected by a metal cage. 

The cable is packed in three and one mile 
coils. When the work of laying the cable be- 
gins this week these coils will be placed on 
scows and towed behind the Dahlia. The 
cable will be put on reels and slowly paid out. 
All connections with the buoys will be made 
on board the scow, and as each oue drops into 
the water it will be ready for lighting when 
the circuit is completed. In December, 1892, 
Commander Brice submitted to the Light- 
house Board plans for the series of buoys, and 
thraugh the efforts of Commander Evans, 
Secretary of the board, an appropriation Was 
made by Congress for this purpose. Con- 
tracts were made at once for the construction 
of the cable and lighting apparatus. Congress, 
however, did not pass the appropriation until 
the close of the session, and as the 
eable and much of the apparatus had 
to be made especially for this line 
the work could not be done in time to lay, 
the buoys before the opening of the Fair. 
Commander Brice is a cousin of Senator Brice 
of Ohio and has been in the navy: over thirty 
years. -

FIRE DESTROYS A MISSOURI TOWN, 


Only Two Buildings in the Business Part 
of Liberal Saved—Loss, $50,000. 

Forr Scorr, Kas., June 10.—([Special, ]— 
The town of Liberal, Barton County, Mo., 
was this morning almost totally destroyed by 
fire. All that remain of the business portion 
of the town are the storerooms of Tedd, 
Thompson & Co. and the bank building. 
Fire was discovered about 2 o’clock this 
morning in the réar of the grocery store 
owned by J. P. Redlinger and located im a 
frame building in the center of the main busi- 
ness street of the town. The heaviest losers 
were:

American Ambassader Presented with an 
Address Upon His Arrival. 

SovuTHaMPptTon, June 10.—The city today is 
a mass of flags and everybody is in holiday 
dress in honor of the arrival of the American 
line steamer Paris, bringing the first Ameri- 
can Ainbassador, Thomas F’. Bayard, to En- 
gland.

things’ go. The so-called 
impregnable tower of the Center has split 
into democratic and aristocratic factions. The 
same thing has happened to the National 
Liberals and to the Freisinnige party. But 
the Chancellor is not strong. on that account. 
Dr. Miquel, the Prussian Minister of 
Finance, is spoken of as the coming man. He 
will have the d task of raising the 
money needed by the military law if it is 
passed. Already he has well deserved pop. 
ularity as the author of a scheme by which 
mediatized principalities were converted into 
communes and paid certain land taxes to 
themselves, while ordinary peasants paid to 
the communal authorities. He has the dis- 
advantage of not being a military man and 
not being of a * von” family. 

The breaking up of the Centre is now fol- 
lowed by an interchange of strong language. 

Young Count Matuaschuka, called by ene- 
mies *‘Count Wind,” one of the Céntrists 
supporting the army bill, says: “I deeply 
regret that a portion of the party has the ef- 
frontery to pass unbeeoming and uncalled-for 
criticism on the carefully weighed words of 
the Emperor on the Tempelhofer field. Let 
the Catholic people beware before they accept 
the leadership of thuse whose aim is personal 
aggrandizement, and who would bring the 
fatherland to the ground at the same time.”’ 

The Westphalian Volks Zeitung remarks, 
» idiomatically, of Baron von Schorlemer-Alst, 
the great leader of one of the Center factions, 
that he is “ playing diseased liver sausage,” 
because he did not become the successor of 
Windthorst. ¥ 

Dr. Lieber, the leader of the main Demo- 
cratic portion of the Center, says: ‘“* We are 
quite willing to be bulldogs in the fight, be- 
cause we knew they would not give us any 
kisses from above unless we threatened 
calves from below.” 

Peasante’ Party Flourishes. 

The new Bauernbund peasants’ party is 
flourishing in Bavaria. It is against the no- 
bility, the clergy, and the army bill. Its chief 
orator, Dr. Sigil, told the peasants that if they 
elected a Center rman they would bite their 
own noses off on his account. A priest asited 
another meeting what the emblem of Bauern- 
bund is. ‘“ Ass,” they answered, “‘ for we are 
asses for following priests so long.’’ These 
are specimens of simple wit doing duty in the 
agricultural district. 

The composition of the Reichstag will not 
be known from the election ofthe 15th. The 
division of the multiplication of parties will 
make a second ballot necessary in a great 
number of districts, 
100 to 180 districts will have to vote again. 

One tremendous fact is that beer is threat- 
ened by the taxing the new military law will 
require, A sheet issued with Eugene Richter’s 
Freisinnige Zeitung today is filled with quota- 
tions from the innkeepers’ organ. It says: 

Whoever desires no new tax on beer will vote 
for no candidate in favor of the military bill. 
Only the most calves select their own 
butchers.

** If the military bill is passed,’”’ comments 
Richter, “‘ tax on bre wing will be doubled and 
the tax on brandy will be raised or a brandy 
monopoly, once proposed by Bismarck, intro- 
duced.” 

Bismarck’s Hamburger Nachrichten, com- 
menting on the intention of the government 
to keep on dissolving Reichstags, says it sug- 
gests the reply of the medical candidate in 
Moliére’s comedy as to what he should do 
with a patient. His answer was, “ bleed him, 
purge-him, and if he did not recover it was 
not enough, bleed him, purge him again.” 

The old Chancellor writes most of these 
articles himself. He has a fine literary touch. 
On another occasion he said there were not 
enough healthy young men to supply the new 
addition to the army, and he compared re- 
cruiting under the proposed law to that of 
Fallstaff in “‘ Henry IV.,”’ who explained that 
the lame and the halt were good enough food 
for cannon. 7 ' 

Conservatives Try to Frighten. 

The Conservatives use the Bismarckian 
methods of frightening. Their official organ 
issues a manifesto which is a specimen of the 
many. It says: “The Russians and Cossacks 
are coming, who dishonor wives and daughters 
and lay waste your fields.” 

The French may be expected todo some- 
thing in the southwest, according to Prof. 
Eugene Mayer, the National Liberal candi- 
date im Wurzburg.. Mayer is a South German 
name andone candidate bearing it asks for 
election chiefly on that ground, “It will 
spread terror in Berlin,’’ he says. His op- 
ponent is a Center candidate named Stangel- 
mayer. 

It is reported that the Prefect of Police of 
Berlin has been asked to give his opinion as 
to the effect suppression of universal suffrage 
would produce. He will not make it public. 
Socialists say the majority of the policemen 
belong to their party. Delbruck, the Con- 
servative Minister of Finance under Bismarck, 
gives it as his opinion that the members of the 
upper classes do not believe suppression of 
universal suffrage would benefit them, for 
after it would come Cesarism, and a demo- 
cratic Parliament would make way not for 
constitutional government by the upper 
classes but for absolutism. 

Liebknecht says today that he does not de- 
sire the downfall (“ Debacle”’) of Germany, 
but that the power which begins war will de- 
serve defeat. 

The entertaining news comes from Essen 
that Herr Krupp, the greatest cannonmaker 
in the world, is an enthusiastic government 
candidate, believing the military policy essen- 
tial. 

Let an anti-Semite candidate explain him- 
self. Dr. Paul Forster, a candidate in the 
Third Berlin District, says: “Iam for pre- 
serving the Christian character of. our State 
and for full freedom of religious belief. I 
am for depriving the Hebrews of equal polit- 


ical rights.”

DRAWING TO A CLOSE. 
GERMAN GAMPAIGN DAILY GROWS 
MORE OONFUBING. | 


There Are New @ Score of Parties with 
1,550 Candidates in the Field, and No 
One Seems te Dare to Predict How the 
Contest Wil] Result=It Will Resolve 
Itself Into 4 Vote-Bargaining A ffair= 
Little Will He Settled at the Election 
Thursday. — :

Beri, June 10.—At the general elections 
for members of the Reichstag to be held 
Thursday next and at the by-elections that 
are sure to be uired 397 members of the 
House, the full plement, will be meturned. 
The present week closes with 1,559 candi- 
dates in the field.| Not only new aspirants for 
seats, but new cal factions appear daily, 
and as election y draws gradually nearer 
the confusion grows worse confounded. 
Little can be done in the few days that will 
elapse before. the polling to disentangle the 
intricate web has been woven by the 
many factions. | 

Instead of the ejght recognized parties in 
the late Reichstag holding the electoral field, 
in the present ¢ampaign there arm about 
twenty sections, each fighting for its @wn pro- 
gram. These pra often agree dm some 
common points, buton other points they cross 
and recross iv spch confusing demands that 
it would be a difficult if not impossible task 
to say what any tingle faction really wants. 
It seems impossible now that the ftesult of 
Thursday’s balloting will decide hew . the 
Reichstag yrill be constituted. Judgimg from. 
the present outl it is thought the vote in 
most of the constituencies will be so split up 
that reballots will|be necessary in two-thirds 


Among the latest developments in the polit- 
ical situation is the break up among the anti- 
Semites. The Jew-baiters now consist of 
three distinct factions with partly hostile pro- 
grams, besidés two opposing parti¢ularist 
sections. South ' Germany and Eastern 
Prussia have p a Lithuanian party, 
Hesse an autonomist party, and Mecklen- 
burg a constitutional party, which demands 
reform in local and state affairs. There are 
Agrarians, a variety of free traders, Ahiwardt- 
ists, Poles, Alsatians, and Guelphs, mixed up 
with candidates |of- the great old groups— 
Free Conservatives, Old Conservatives, 
and National [iberals—Lieber Centrists, 
Von Schoriemer-Alst Moderates, / Ex- 
tremists, Freisinmige, Volkspartei, and 
Socialists. Yet this unparalleled mediey re- 
mains without the accompaniment of any- 
thing like popular excitement. 

Little Enthusiasm Manifested. 

The candidates whoare stumping the con- 
stituencies are generally heard amid an 
academic quiet. I¢ is only the anti-Semites 
and Socialists who succeed in stirring their 
meetings into demonstrations of enthusiasm. 
Herr Sigil, among the Bavarian peasants, 
finds a hearty response to his Prussophobe 
and protection utterances, but, taking Ger- 
many asa whole, it is doubtful whether the 
electors will take the trouble to poll their 
full strength. | 

The final results must depend on political 
combinations on the reballots. Where the 
final ballot in any district lies between a Con- 
servative and Socialist, then the Centrist 
and Freisinnige minorities by coalescing 
may assist in the return of the Conservative 
candidate. The issue is between’ a Congerva- 
tive and a Centrist, then the Freisinnige and 
vote for the candidate as an ofipon- 

In many districts the strength of thé fac- 
tions is so evenly distributed that it will bea 
toss-up as to which candidate will head the 
poll, All over the country the reballoting 
must lead to complex bartering: and Yote- 
mongering bargains, and the elections om the 
second poll will often be decided, not on lines 
of party policy, but on considerations of a 
private or local nature. : 

Motley Parliament Promised. 

Everything promises that the new Reichstag 
will be the most motley Parliament known to 
history. The Conservative groups, according 
to the party organs, mean to organize a mpve- 
nent against univérsal suffrage. The National 
Liberals evince a less marked tendency in the 
same direction. The Conservatives aim to 
substitute a graded system of class représen- 
tation for every Diet of the Federated States, 
with each Diet electing delegates to the -Reich- 
stag. They seriously discuss this proposal as 
the only salvation from the Democratic 
deluge which now threatens to sweep the 
country. 3 

An incident that occurred ata Centrist 
mass-meeting in Westphalia shows the spread 
of Democratic sentiment. Baron Von Schorl- 
emer made a speech, in the course of which 
he defended a Conservative Catholic program. 
Being interrupted by opposing cries, he ex- 
claimed: ‘“ You reason like Sozialists.”’ 


The response was prompt and to the paint. | 


“ That’s what we are.”’ was the reply, an@ a 
number of priests who were on the platform 
did not venture to remonstrate against this 
plain statement. 

Interest in Currency Questions. 

Reports that a congress will consider the 
currency question in September are creating 
lively interest in financial circles here and 
more so in Austria. Austria and Hungary 
each still' require 120,000,000 florins in 
gold to complete their currency conversion. 
The prospect of the United States draining 
gold from Europe excites an anxiety among 
the Rothschilds’ syndicate which is working 
the Austro-Hungarian conversion. Financiers 
calculate that the cost of the Austrian qur- 
rency reforms will become greatly enhanped 
if the President’s plans are approved. i 

Reported Betrothal a Canard. 

The report that Princess Alice of Hesse was 
tobe shortly betrothed to the Czarowitaj is 
officially denied. 

Drought Becomes Serious. 

The drought in Freiburg and Brisgau apn- 
tinues and the outlook is serious.

DERANGING THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 


Kalnoky’s Speeches to the Parliamentary 
Delegation May End in a Break.

game of European politics. It is evident that . 


the triple alliance is becoming dislocated, 
and a of this is furnished by the 
speeches of Count Kalnoky to) the parliamen- 
tary delegation. This Austrian-Hungarian 
Minister made two speeches. In the first, de- 
livered Monday last, he said Austria was draw- 
ing closer to Russia, as it to live in 
peace with all the powers. He added that a 
disarmament ought to be the qbject of all, be- 
cause the only risk to which the peace 
of Europe was mow exposed arose 
from the too heavy’ and universal 
military burdens. When the speech 
became known there was a general outcry in 
the political world to the effect that it was in- 
credible that the Minister should have said 
just the contrary of what William II., the ally 
of his master, has been saying. Count Kal- 
noky’s ‘utterances were commented on 
throughout Europe and arouse anger in Ger- 
many. | 

The Emperor did not hide his displeasure 
and his reproaches were heard at Vienna. 
Thereupon Count Kalnoky has: made a second 
speech, in which he said: that the closer rela- 
tions with Russia in no way changed the pri- 
vate alliance with Germany. He added that 
he had not asserted that a disarmament was 
necessary to the maintenance of peace. What 
he really wished to say was that the arma- 
ments of Germany were necessary to peace. 

This second declaration maile even more 
stir than the first. Everyboily understood 
that Count Kalnoky, who is a very obstinate 
and very haughty man, had spoken under the 
pressure of his all-pg@werful master. He will 
never forgive the fisavowal, he has been 
forced to inflict on himself,. The general 
opinion is that the triple alliance is far from 
having been solidified by this weakened 
declaration. 

Still more curious is the movement of Ital- 
ian public opinion. The Italians, on reading 
Count Kalnoky’s speech,. say to themselves 


that as Austria does not respect the triple al. 


liance they may as well abandon it also. All 
this means that if peace is maintained the 
triple alliance will came to a speedy death.

CREATES A SCANDAL. 


HAWEIS’ “LIFE OF DR. MAOKENZIE ” 
SEVERELY ORITIOISED. 


Among Other Things It Is Charged That 
the Author Did Not Submit All the 
Proofs, and That He Is Too Egotistical 
William Waldorf Astor Gives Fur- 
ther Evidence of His Tory Leanings, 
and in His Paper Stabs the World’s 
Fair—Princess May’s Trousseau.

Lonpox, June 10.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—The wildest kind of a row has been 
going on all the week over the publication of 
Sir Morell Mackenzie’s life and reminiscences. 
As everybody remembers, he was thephysician 
who performed the last operation upon Em- 
peror Frederick of Germany. When Dr. 
Mackenzie died his family surrendered the 
papers of the great physician to the Rev. H. 
R. Haweis to complete a volume. The mem- 
bers of the family now charge that Mr, Haweis 
wrote the book without submitting all the 
proofs to them, and that he made it common 
and low. Two weeks ‘before the book was 
published the entire family signed a letter to 
him insisting that the book be not published. 
Matters had gone so far, however, that the 
book was issued. 

Of all the low, coarse, egotistical volumes, 
this life of Mackenzie is tlie worst. There is 
little of Mackenzie in it and much of Haweis. 
On page after page this egotistical clergyman 
talks of himself and not about the man whose 
life he was charged to write. It is full of 
“| thought” and “I felt,” and is as 
coarse .as his worst en®my could wish. 
This, .coupled «with the objection of 
Dr. Mackenzie’s family to the publication of 
the volume, has raised a great fuss over here, 
and the publisher, Dr. Mackenzie’s family, 
and Mr. Haweis are fighting their battles in 
the public press. : 

As for the work itself if is universally con- 
demned as common gush and self-eulogy. 
The mere title of the chapter on the late Em- 
peror, which he calls “ Frederick the Noble,”’ 
is enough to make one wince. Little new 
light is thrown upon the Emperor’s death. 
The author writes that Frederick “ would have 
had a much better chance had he presented 
himself (while Crown Prince) as an ordinary 
patient at the throat hospital and been treat- 
ed incog. He would have got the best atten- 
tion throughout and no mistakes would have 
been made. What happens with these great 
people is that so many doctors have a finger 
in the pie that the right thing (1) either can- 
not be done at the right time through inter- 
ference, or (2) is marred in the doing,-or 
(3) is not done at all. I need not say to which 
of the above cases the Crown Prince’s be- 
longs.”’ | 
London’s Political Sensation. 

Sexton’s abandonment of his seat in the 
House of Commons is the political sensation 
of the week. He is far and away the most im- 
portant figure in Irish politics since the death 
of Parnell. The history of the dispute that has 
brought about this event is simple. A conimit- 
tee.of shareholders of the Dublin Freeman’s 
Journal was appointed by the Irish party to 
réport upon the Board of Directors of that 
paper. The committee recommended that all 
members of Parliament should retire from 
the board except Sexton, who was to 
remain on as Chairman, and that 
one of the non-parliamentary members of 
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found its report ignored. At the meeting of 
the party Friday a letter was read from the 
Bishop of Raphoe, Chairman of. the Share- 
holders’ committee, asking the party to use 
its influence to get the report carried out and 
to induce Mooney to retire. An amend- 
ment was proposed declaring that the 
party should take no further part as 
a party in the affairs of the Journal. Mr. 
Sexton held this to be an abandonment of 
him by the party at whose instance he had 
joined the board and he left the room. Sub- 


} sequently he sent his resignation as a mem- 


ber of the party to Justin McCarthy. His col- 
leagues were astonished and dismayed. A 
meeting of the party has been called for Mon- 
day to consider Mr. Sexton’s action, and there 
is no doubt that a unanimous’ resolution will 
be adopted calling upon him*to withdraw his 
resignation. , 

Mr. Sexton has been practically carrying 
the whole discussion on the home rule bill on 
his shoulders as far as the Irish party is con- 
cerned. He is the most capable parliamenta- 
rian, the most accomplished financial aythor- 
ity, and altogether the most valuable nfan the 
party possesses. His loss means possible de- 
feat. It might even lead tothe break up of 
the party and the consequent collapse of the 
government and the home rule bill. Mem- 
bers who have talked with Mr. Sexton since 
he resigned say, he is angry. 

Justin McCarthy said he would spare no 
effort to persuade Mr. Sexton to return, He 
was deeply grieved-when seen/yesterday. He 
says nothing was farther from the intention of 
the party than to reflect in any way upon Mr. 
Sexton, as all esteemed him as their greatest 
ornament. pot 

Mr. Gladstone will also beg him to with- 
draw his resignation. Altogether the outlook 
for the final success of the home rule 
bill is worse just now than it has been: since 
the elections of last summer. The ldst four 
weeks show absolutely no progress, and the 
government is less cheerful than atany time 
in the life of the present Parliament.

BENNETT IN NO DANGER OF DEATH. 


His Physician and Surgeon Agree in This 
Facts as to the Accident. 
; | SPECIAL CABLE. } 

Panis, June 10.—[Copyright, 18938, by the 
Press Publishing company, New York World. } 
—Drs. Ledentu and Robin, the surgeon and 
physician attending James Gordon Bennett, 
toduy held a consultation at his apartments, 
No. 120 Champs Elysées. They agreed that 
Mr. Bennett was not in danger ~unless some 
unexpected development occurred in a few 
hours. After the operation Wednesday the 
doctors were surprised to find Mr. Bennett 
had rallied from the shock and had not the 
slightest fever. They reassured his friends, 
but made no positive statement until today, 
The Paris newspapers have made contradicto- 
ry reports as to the accident, Figaro making 
light of it and Gaulois and several others de 

laring it an almost mortal wound. The real 
cts are these: 

Wednesday afternoon about 4 o’clock Mr, 
Bennett was driving his four-in-hand coach 
into the entrance of the apartment hous? in 
which he lives. On the lofty box with him 
was the Baron Gourgoud, an intimate friend 
and his companion on the drive that day. As 
the coach was entering the left wheel horse 
disobeyed the rein and drew the coach to the 
top of the curb which separates the road from 
the foot way. The coach toppled suddenly 


ahd Mr. Bennett was thrown from his high 


seat. As he fell his abdomen struck the broad 
iron step of the coach. This both wounded 
him and broke the further fall. He kept his 
presence of mind and putting out his’ hands 
saved himself from further injury. Baron 
Gourgoud fell also, but did not injure himself, 
Mr. Bennett got to his feet, but was in such 
pain ke had to be assisted to his apartments. 

The Baron sent straightway to Dr. Robin, 
No. 4 Rue St. Petersbourg. Dr. Robin is 
both Mr. Bennett’s friend and: his physician. 
He sent the Baron for the eminent surgeon, 
Dr. Ledentu, No. 91 Boulevard Haussmann, 
and drove in haste to Mr. Bennett. When Dr. 
Ledentu arrived Dr. Robin had made every- 
thing ready for a surgical examination. The 
doctors found a latge and ugly contusion on 
the left side of the abdomen. Taking the cir- 
cumstances with the appearance of the 
bruise; they decided it best to open the ab- 
domina! cavity and see whether the intestines 
were injured, 

Before the operation Mr. Bennett asked Dr. 
Robin to tell him the truth as he wished to 
be prepared if he wastodie. Dr. Robin teld 
him his condition was grave. Then Mr. Ben- 
nett called for his will and made some addi- 
tions to it. He was put under an anaesthetic 
and Dr. Ledentu made an incision inte the 
abdominal cavity and found his fears not 
realized as the intestines were neither cut nor 
bruised. The operation took about an hour 
-p 4s half. After sewing up incision Br. 

entu léft Dr. Robin to h results. In 
a short time Mr. Bennett was sleepmg quietly 


with temperature and pulse far better than 


had been expected, 

As Mr. Bennett had ordered absolute silence 
to be kept ae to the accident all sorte of alarm- 
ing rumors were soon astir. His friends, 
which means almost everyone in Paris, were 
much disturbed. From 9 until 6 Thursday 
there was continual calling at the house. 

The concierge put Mr. Bennett’s condition 
reassuringly and asked all callers to write 
their names in a book. These names, which 
now fill a dozen pages of the book, are of per- 
sons in every walk of Parisian life—soci- 
ety people, nobles, boulevardiers, res- 
taurant keepers, shopkeepers, actors, 
and. 80 on. The book’ is a 
valuable autograph collection and also a curi- 
osity from the various specimens of hand- 
writing. No one is allowed to see either Mr. 
Bennett or those attending him. Dr. Robin 
has taken up his residence with his patient, as 
have two of his assistants in the conduct of 
the Paris Herald. Besides the concierge and 
doctor Mr. Bennett is ‘attended only by his 
domestics. 

Dr. Ledentu says Mr. Bennett will be. able 
to getfrom Paris toa resort for invalids in 
less than a month ifehe obeys orders and 
keeps perfectly quiet. +

There will be several lavatories, 
reading rooms, libraries, and a museum, It 
wil. be opened for students next fall. 

Situated as itis in the midst of one of the 
greatest centers of medical instruction in the 
country it will be a valuable addition to that 
collection of educational institutions. Within 
the limit of a few blocks are collected several 
medical colleges and hospitals, each being a 
help and support to the others, and together 
furnishing great advantages to the student or 
professor. 

The several hospitals inthe vicinity fur- 
nish an unlimited supply of material for the 
practical study of medicine or surgery. The 
doors of these institutions are always open to 
the students asindividuals or in classes ac- 
companied by their. professional. instructors. 

Of late years the advantage gained by the 
grouping together of such institutions for 
mutual benefit has been more appreciated 
and understood and this idea has led the 
management of the'Chicago College of Den- 
tal Surgery to choose that location for their 
building. Since its formation eleven years 
ago the growth and success of the college have 
surpassed the expectations of its founders. 

One of the most important features of the 
college is the work of charity done daily in 
the infirmary. During the last year more 
than 20,000 people have visited that place 
for treatment and many operations were per- 
formed for the various diseases of oval 
cavity and jaws. . 

The building of the new college is due

INVESTIGATING BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS 


Wllliam 8. Woudby of the Department of 
Labor Finds Good Concerns Here. 

William S. Woudby, special agent of the 
Department of Labor, is at the Great Northern 
Hotel. “ For two weeks,” said he, “* twelve of 
us from the department have been in Chicago 
investigating its building associations and it 
will probably occupy our time up to July 1. 


The Labor Department is making exhaustive 


investigations of the building associations and 
the result will be summarized for theinforma- 
tion of the people. There are scores of plans 
upon which these associations are con- 
ducted all claiming to be the best. 
Recognizing that there was not any 
practical information extant on the subject 
the Labor Department has taken it upand the 
findings as to the best plans will be beyond 
dispute. We have been surprised in Chicago 
at. the number of associations. From all 

records we could obtain the number was 
placed at 250. We have thus far discovered 
487 and believe that there are others that 
have escaped us. We find the Chicago aaso- 


¢iations well managed and no crookedness in 


any. Premiums are a little higher than in the 
East, but not half as large as in the South. 
The loans are well placed, and I think when 
we have the figures on the Chicago build- 
ing associations on ground they will show to 
the people a surprisingly larger amount of cap- 
ital invested than they have been generally ac- 
credited with, and as this money comes mainly 
from the mechanic and wageworker it shows 
a wonderful thrift on their part. Our next 
work will be the investigation of the effect on 
the wageworkers under the copyright laws.”’

The Preliminary Report of the Experts 
Who Conducted the Official Tests Shows 
That They Were WBetter Than Were 
Bargained For<The Cost of Pumping 
Water Reduced More Than One-Half=— 
Results of the Boller Tests—Final Re- 
port to Be Made Soon. 


The preliminary report of the .experta who 
conducted the official tests of the pumping en- 
gines at the Fourteenth Street Station has 
just been made to the City Engineer. This 
report, together with the report of boiler: tests 
previously made atthesame station, will form 
pleasant reading for taxpayers. They show 
that the pumping engines are more efficient 
than contracted for and that with the fur-

naces now in use the enst of. pumping water 
has been reduced more than one-half. 

The official test was begun at noon May 19, 
and continued forty-eight hours without in- 
terruption, the game engineers being in 
charge all the time. The stipulations in the 
contract were that the pumping engines, three 
in number, should be vertical triple expan- 
sion, each to. have @ pumping capacity of 15,-. 
000.000 ‘United States gallons in twenty-four 
hours, against a head of 125 feet at a piston 
speed of 162 feet a minute under a stedém 
pressure of 120 pounds. The duty under the 
above conditions was required to eqtal 
125,000,000 foot pounds for each 1,000 
pounds of water evaporated, the evaporation 
to be determined by a trial of not less than 
forty-eight hours’ duration. The contract 
was’ entered into five years ago. The 
engines were not to be subjected to 
official test until they had been in 
service one year. The price to be paid for

SKATING ON ICE DURING HOT JULY. 


Such a Thing Possible at the FairsArrange- 
‘inte ments of the Rink. — 
: With the thermometer in its present condi- 
tion there is} something peculiarly agreeable 
and refreshing in‘the thought of a skating 
rink—not one where people whirl around on 
miserable little wooden wheels, but a good, 
honest wintry one with real ice and skates of 
steel. Sucha rink people who are devoted to 
wintry sports will have the opportunity of en- 
joying at the World’s Fair when July begins. 

Up on thefifth floor of the cold storage 
building preparations are being maie for the 
manufacture) of such a smooth, even field of 
ice as will tempt even those to whom skating 
isa lost art to renew acquaintance with it. 
Not otily will|there be ice, but all the environ- 
ments of the rink will be as sugiestive of 
winter and frosty delights as ingenuity and 
staff can make it. All the decorations will be 
snowy white and the banks that surround the 
ice will be frosted over with diamond dust, 
maki theta sparkle like country snow- 
drifts in the morning sun.

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BUILDING OF PUBLIC COMFORT. 


It Will Be Ready Next Week—A Boon to 
the Weary. 

The Publi¢ Comfort Building in Jackson 
Park will be completed and ready for use 
Monday or Tuesday. It stands just across the 
street north of the Woman’s Building and a 
little way from the Fifty-ninth street entrance. 
The structure has the appearance of a large 
summer payilion,. being 
roomy. The main part is two stories high, 
with a round top roof overan immense cen- 
tral court. On the east and west ends are 
circular pavilions one story high, with flat 
roofs, surmounted by pagodas. Tw the north 
extends a two-story, stem. The building 
throughout is furnished with all the con- 
veniences fdr the comfort and aecommoda- 
tion of guests. It is intended as a place where 
people can go to rest, eat, and be refreshed. 
. The court, surrounded at the second story by a 
balcony, will be liberally furnished with chairs, 
settees, and tables. In the circular pavilions 
there will be cafés, with lunch cpunter at- 
tachments and lemonade and soda water 
fountains. There will also be a liberal num- 
ber of free closets and washing rodims and a 
few private apartments to which persons in 
n of quiet may retire. When ready for 
use this building will doubtless beaome one of 
the most popular on the grounds. It fronts 
to the south and large entrance 
doors.

Be- 
tween 10:30 and 12:30 o’clock, when the 
one choked the thoroughfares through 
which the down-town loop runs, all facilities 
and system seemed to hd¥e been cast to the 
four winds. Trains ran frequently enough to 
give evidence that the road was not blocked 
by any cause beyond the ¢ontrol of the com- 
pany, but they ran in such a manner as to 
give unmistakable evidence to the ti peo- 
ple waiting on the curb that the company in 
charge of the only great artery to the West 
Side did not exercise the léast precaution for 
the accommodation of their patrons. In some 
instances trains came dragging along six and 
eight minutes apart. There were seldom 
more than a single trailer attached to the grip 
cars, and under such conditions it is safe to 
estimate that 75 per cent of the waiting ae. 
ple were unable to find even a place to 
to the sides. The far-sighted ones walk 
around the loop to the mouth of the Washing- 
ton street tunnel and boarded the trains as 
quickly as they cama crawiing out from be- 
neath the river. Thus crowded, no more 
stops were made on the logp, and all that was 
left for the crowds was tei deprecate the un- 
reasonable system of the compan 

When the last car started from Madison 5% 
La Salle streets the crowds had not vigibl 
creased, and there was little prospect se fw 
night horse cars doing anything for their io. 
lief. A rush was made for the cab stands 
and the owners of vehicles did a lively busi- 
ness. At 1 o’clock few cabs were left, and 
there were still hundreds of people seated 
along the curbing and in the ehtrances to 
buildings waiting in the vain hope that the 
road would come to their relief. 

The chief cause of complaint was that the 
cars did not run as regularly as usual and 
that there were seldom more than one trailer 
attached to the trains. On the other hand, 
the Milwaukee avenue line, which was much 
less patronized, ran trains regularly.

The exhibit consists of ten instruments, which for 
musical worth and beauty of design and_ perfection 
of workmanship have never been equaled. 

The first of these is a full concert grand from the 
designs of. Thomas E. Colcutt, the noted English 
architect. The case foundationis of solid rosewood. 
Around the main body of the piano are fourteen 
panels, representing allegorical and mythological 
musical subjects: they are inéelosed in an ornately 
carved arcade of rosewood, and supported and sur- 
mounted, respectively, by a plinth and frieze of the 
same design.

Next comes,in historical order, a small parlor 
grand in the florid rococo style, of the énd of the 
reign of Louis XIV. and the beginning of that of 
Louis XV.

sa most elaborate example of the peculiar style in 
whic h the piano is built, and is a remarkable speci- 
men of both the carver’s and gilder’s art, and of the 
principal features of the ago are the legs which 
support it. They are floridly carved and emblazoned, 
and each, as a center-piece, bears a medallion in alto 
relievo, the facial contour expressing the different 
phases of musical thought. 

The third of the grands represents a still later pe- 
riod in the progress of the art of ornamentation. It 
is an ezermpie of the pure renaiss@nee style in white 
and gold he massive case is, like the other grands, 
divided by an arcade into panels, ornamented with 
orthodox Gesign in alto rellevo gots work of the 
most delicate character, but the principal beauty of 
the instrument lies in ita supports. ese are deli- 
cate pilasters of white and gold, that seem to be al- 
most too fragile to support the great weight of the 
sonorous piano placed upon them 

The uprights of the collection are cameo editions 
ofthe grands. Firstcomesa Moresque design that 
looks like a bit of the Alhambra. It is élaborately in- 
laid, with the pendant posts in richly carv . work. 
rhe design is rigidly followed throughout the piano 
and the three panels which surmount the ott oard 
are “eautiful examples of the -highest period of Mo- 
resque-Spanish art.

employment. There may have been minor 
influences at work, such as pride of nation- 
ality and of personal strength, but to be fed, 
clothed, sheltered, and mounted, and to be 
able to save ‘a little something to take. back, 
were the prime inducements. In like manner 
the people of the nations, and frequently the 
invasion of one nation by another, are the re- 
sults of needs. The fall of the Roman Em- 
pire was caused by the Berbers getting loose 
and falling upon the Goths, who were banked 
up against the Roman frontier, and the Ro- 
mans would not let the Goths come in from 
tyranny of race and edict, and the Goths said, 
‘* We must come in, for our women and chil- 
dren are being murdered,’’ and when they 
came in Rome disappeared and Rome became 


Gothic. 
Present Life Is Paramount. 


Another lesson of the Exhibition is that this 
life we are enjoying furnishes nearly the whole 
attraction. Living beings are more popular 
than dead images or beautiful works of art. 
After they have wandered about the Exhibi- 
tien and tired their feet, the people turn to 
where they can drink good beer, see a_ show, 
and ,note fine-looking women and . men. 
The most costly thing in the world 
is still a beautiful woman. Next to 
that. the most- coveted thing is a _ rich 
man. Asthe beauty and the riches expire 
with this life it follows that the noblest show 
is one with social characteristics. Invariably 
in the picture galleries, no matter how splen- 
did the painting is done, when my eye drops 
from the canvas and its faces to the living 
faces on the floor I see that Art is still a poor 
imitator. And, indeed, all that man has aecom-

plished is for the promotion of life, to sur- 
round it with things of pleasure and content, 
and still, with all our striving, the hardest task 
of all is to insure subsistence and safety for 
that single mouth that eats for one animal 
system.

Mechanics in the Lead. 
I should say that mechanics still led all the 


arts. About everything we have found out in 


astronomy and physics strengthens the view 
of Galileo and Keppler, that the mechanical 
ntotions must be known first before anything 
can be demonstrated. Mathematics is but.the 
key to mechanics. The law of gravity is only 
one of the findings, and subsequent astron- 
omy has: mechanics for its groundwerk. 


. Given the influence of bodies upon each other, 


their size, density, etc., and the figure they 
describe in their motion will be known. The 
deflection of a distant body without a visible 
cause indicates an invisible cause, but that is 
still another star, which forthwith we seek 
with our telescopes to ascertain, and thus our 
brethren Of the planets have some- 
times beer, discovered only because we 
felt their influence and had never seen 
their face. - Energy, the law  of' the universe, 
is also the lawof this Exhibition. The atill 
paintings, even these which seem to have the 
least energy, like those of the French artist 
Millet, required all the energy of his being to 
make them. The immense machines invented 
for steam, electricity, and hydraulics and 
power, testify to the same great fact, that the 
world is a mechanism and a mechanie¢ to- 
gether. Perhaps the greatest triumphs in this 
Exhibition and evidence of man’s progfess 
are the telescopic materials and those hating 
reference to optics, which as a science is but 
the lamp’ to disclose hidden mechanism tq us. 
All the grouping of Spinoza and many njore 
to deify the gigantic forces in nature, without 
personifying them, seems to still move toward 
the source of energy. 

Here is a city standing by these triuniphs 

of art and science, which is suggestive to us 
of the failure of all great cities in the past to 
do more than record kuowledge and léave 
it. The multitudein Chicago, like the mul- 
titude in Ephesus, and everywhere, knows but 
a smatter of all this knowledge, and goes on 
pursuing its object, which is to give it #ub- 
sistence, pleasure, and excitement... Yet the 
force of the Exhibition upon such a milti- 
tude must be greater than any force we have 
known in the past. The oldest university in 
the world is said to be 800 years old. Here 
is an Exhibition whose first modern prede- 
cessor was commenced only about forty years 
ago. 
One cannot help feeling, as he looks argund 
upon these triumphs and measures his own 
comprehension of\them and that of his im- 
mediate neighbors, that discipline and free- 
dom are the two great powers which shuld 
go hand in hand; that freedom without dis- 
cipline isa very willful possession, like a man 
traveling with a wild beast, and that discipline 
without freedom brings intolerance, almost 
equal to the forms of intolerance with which 
knowledge has been contending. 

The utility of nations makes a study as’ we 
look through this Fair. The nations here ap- 
pear to better advantage than almost gny- 
where, because none of them, unless it be lit- 
tle Chile, or some dyspeptic power which has 
drank blood, comes here to competé. 
At the last French exhibition the Germans put 
in a poor appeararice. Germany and France 
are here side by side, in equal favor with our 
people. It is manifest that Europe has a dis- 
ease it will be a long time being cured of, and 
that is international jealousy. This is shown 
by the popularity of a beaten power for the 
time being. When France was mixing in 
with the quarrels of other States, as in the 
Crimean War, andthe Italian War, and the 
Mexican War, notjall the enlightenmnent of 
Cobden could make her popular in England; 
but when she is beaten by Germany the other 
powers hasten to befriend her, plainly prov 
ing that Europe cannot bear to see any one 
power long supreme, fl 


, Self-Help Is Growing. 


- The Exhibition previous to this, in France, 
was to celebrate’*the French Revolution, which 
overthrew the feudal idea in Europe. ‘The 
French Revolution, however, in “spite of its 
benefits, has not brought universal conviction 
to men that freedom is good for every face. 
Where freedom as gn experiment is tried in 
freedom of space, as in the United States thir- 
teen years previous to the French Revolution, 


the result is more satisfactory. Our Exhibi- 
tion in 1876 was successful enough to make 


the present one a still greater endeavor and 
triumph. I have thought, as I looked about 
this Exhibition and the city which possesses it, 
that perhaps we can get our greatest encour- 


the Rabida Convent in Chicago 
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able that each growing city in America could, 
with ease, discover among its cifizens men 
who could have madea fair like this. Iam 
reminded of what Attorney-General Williams 
once said to meabout public men: ‘“* We 
often say that if such aman had not been 
found the public services he rendered could 
not have been done, whereas,” back where he 
lived, in his own town were half a dozen men’ 
who would have been just as successful as 
himself if they had happened tobe called 
upon,’ 

It is a respectable thought that the United 
States has so absorbed the lesson of self-help, 
and has so much imagination when practical 
things are brought to its mind, that anywhere 
in our country we can handle a World’s Fair. 
Chicago obtained the World’s Fair this time 
because of her superior organization to get it 
in the legislative halls. Inthe law of devel- 
opment the West was entitledtoa fair. Other 
cities had inferior facilities and perhaps an 
inferior climate, and that one which has so 
often been chosen for national conventions 
carried the Fair away from the East. 


Relics of Columbus, 


I might illustrate by a running interview 
how knowledge has accompanied the Colum- 
bian show. &* 

Not many persons have been to the Convent 
of Rabida, near Palos, in Spain. Having the 
lust of the eyes somewhat, | made that jour- 
ney onlya year ago, so that my recolilec- 
tions of Rabida are very fresh. When I saw 
| said to Mr. 
W, E. Curtis, one of the .active spirits who 
got it up: ! 

** Except the chapel — byte or double 
storied ¢ourt, I do not nizé much here.” 

** Well,” said. Mr. Curtis, ‘‘ wei/have made 
Rabida as it was when Columbus saw it, and 
not as it is now.”’ : 

I was satisfied with this explanation. 

It seems that the commencement of Rabida 
Convent was very farin antiquity. One ac- 


count says that in the time of the Emperor 


Trajan, who was born,I think, in Spain, 
Rabida was put up as a temple to’ Proserpine, 
as a sort of shrine for Trajan’s deceased 
daughter. Itis said that criminals could es- 
cape to this temple and be safe, and that vir- 

ins were sacrificed on its altar by the diviners. 
f such is the case, it wasas inhuman a tem- 
ple as that in Mexico which Cortez found, and 
where the priests,on stones, mutilated and 
vivisected maidens and warriors. According 
to the story this church is very. nearly as old 
as Jesus, for some Christian monks took 
itin the year .159, and when the Moslems 
came in, 7OO years after Jesus, they 
made it one of their mosques, and then sold it 
to the Christians to worship, by paying money 
for the privilege. The Knights ‘’emplar used 
it, and“ when they were dispossessed all over 
Europe because they put on tog many airs 
and had too much treasure, other monks, and 
finally the: Franciscans, took the tonvent. It 
thus seems to have a continuous history from 
the second century of the Christian era down 
to 1835, when the Monks of St. Francis were 
disseminated on account of eating too much 
for the good of Spain. All the world would 
be a monk if it could be supported in that 
of 


way. After Napoleon got pdssession 
France. his mother-in-law thought Ra- 


bida would bea good place to put some of 
Napoleon’s restorative money, for Napoleon 
was rebuilding, through his bright architects, 
many old chateaus and broken palaces. The 
sister of the Queen of Spain. the Duchess of 
Montpensier, had a French husband who con- 
sidered that he might have a chante to govern 
the land, and he wanted to do something 
popular. So Rabida was habilitated, paint- 
ings put in it, and given the appearance which 
I saw last spring. As near as Iwan remerm- 
ber the essential difference between the con- 
vent there and here is in a number of side 
walls or yards being put upon the original 
convent, a veranda or loggia opened toward 
the ocean, and the cupola heightened. Thecon- 
vent here is not much to see outside; it does 
not stand on sufficiently high gro@und to sug- 
gest all Rabida, which 1s about 75 to 100 feet 
above the water’s edge and far enough back 
to permit of broad, inclined planés to be built 
to it, which was done last yearjand a new 
pier put there; and now the pla¢e where Co- 
lumbus was undoubtedly a guest) is in better 
shape than it has ever been. |The walls were 
fully scraped while I was there and many 
mural ypaintings of an early/age in art dis- 
closed. A good deal that was mysterious was 
found under the floors, such ag vaults to bury 
the dead. In that building! the carpentry 
was restored in several of the rooms, 
notably the Prior’s parlor and §sitting- 
room, and in his office ati the front 
of the convent, whence he saw Columbus out- 
side. In brief, Rabidain Spain is a strong- 
looking, high object on the top of a hill, a 
good ways back from the water, and with the 
monument to Columbus built last; year rising 
conspicuously by its side, which can be seen 


from Huelva, three miles opposite, an im- ‘ 


rtant town; and it is also three miles from 
alos,‘a little hill village which furnished Co- 
lun bus’ sailors. |

They were 
hardly painted more than fifty or) sixty years 
ago, I judged by the portraitg of Queen 
Isabella and her sister, Montpensier, ae 
there, that the Montpensiers, asa sop to the 
Spanish,’ had these pictures made, Curtis | 
had every one of them copied. much larger 
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about publishing a little book on geography 
in 1507. Columbus was about that time 
dying obscurely in Spain. The monk was. 
very glad of the information, and he put it in’ 
his book, which said in the title ‘ Also Four 
Voyages of Americus Vespuci.’ Now,”’ said 
Curtis, pointing out the book itself, ‘* here in 
Latin you see the first suggestion that 
America be called for Americus, and it says 
this: ‘ Now that these parts have been more. 
widely explored, and another fourth part dis- 
covered by Americus Vespucius, I do not 
see why we should refuse to name it America 
—namely: the land Americus or America, for 
its discoverer, Americus, a man of sagacious 
mind since both Europe and Asia derive their | 
names from women.’ ”

He took me to a place and showed mea lot 
of stones, dressed and undressed, upon a table. 
‘*Now,” said Mr. Curtis. “‘the government 
sent the vessel-of-war Enterprise down there, 
and I suggested to its officer to dig up old Isa- 
bella, the first town in the New World ever es- 
tablished.. These are the stones, undoubtedly, 
of Columbus’ second voyage. Now,in dig- 
ging under that city, all the implements you 
see were found, such as these handcuffs, spurs, 
stirrups. and here is the bell, the first bell 
waich ever fang inthe New World, dating 
back to 1494. A shepherd found it.in the 
ruins of Isabella among a mass of vines, and 
it was taken to Santa Domingo, which coun- 
try has loaned it to us.”’ 

We.looked over these old relics with won- 
der, all gangrened as they were, and among 
them were horseshoes, jugs, bits of cannon, 
bits of Toledo blades, lanceheads, etc. 

{ur conductor now took us to the sites of 
various other cities settled by Columbus. 
They had all been carefully photographed and 
the photographs brought up in size. ‘I want 
to show you,’ said he, ** the anchor of Colum- 
bus.’ 

He then showed us an anchor about seven 
or eight feet high, with a ring at the top, and 
the flanges at the bottom were quite short, as 
if they had been broken off. ‘1 will tell you 
how I got this,’’ said Curtis. “In reading a 
note in one of the later editions of Washing- 
ton Irving’s ‘ Columbus’ I found the name of 
the man who owned this anchor. He was a 
doctor at Porto Plata. Wesent to him, tell- 
ing him about this Exhibitions It had been 
used a long period of time on an old planta- 
tion as a make-weight upon a well. The man 
‘contributed it kindly to this show, and you 
are unquestionably looking upon the anchor 
which Columbus had upon the Santa Maria, 
which was wrecked on the coast of Hayti on 
his first voyage.” 

We next came to two portraits of America 
Vespucius, resembling each other and yet not 
the same. ‘* Now, this portrait which you see 
here. was painted by a pupil of Michael 
Angelo, Bronzino. One of our Consuls, ) 
named Lester, wrote the life of Vespucius | 
and got his portrait, which he sold to Mr. 
Maguire of Washington. The other portrait 
belongs to Mr. Colton of Washington City, 
who bought it in Venice. Now you know that 
in the course of time Elina Vespucius, one of 
his descendants, came to Washington to lobby © 
for @grant of land. Here is her petition for 
the grant. Here is the report of the commit- 
tee rejecting it.” |

**O, yes, you know that Columbus was first 
buried in Seville, and his remains afterward | 
disinterred and taken to San Domingo, and 
‘then taken up and put ina box of iron, and 
the ashes carefully assorted and placed.in a 
little jewel box. Now, three pinches of those } 
ashes were taken out with the fingers, and one 
of the pinches belongs toa man in the State 
of New York who in some way had been ac- 
quainted with the ecelesiastic who disinterred 
the remains.

We went thus roving around among 
autographs of Fernando Columbus. We saw 
a dubious portrait of Beatrice Enriquez, 
Columbus’ mistress. A portrait of Bartholo- 
mew Columbus, which the artist Rogers 
could not iget hold of when he made his 
Columbus door at Washington, also appears 
here, if authentic. In short, as you wander 
through the little rooms of Rabida you see 
everywhere something to surprise you.

RUSSELL'S STAGELIFE 


THE EOOENTRIO OOMEDIAN TELLS 
THE STORY OF HIS CAREER. 


Steps from His First Appearance as Util- 
ity Man in the Defiance Theater at 
Cairo to His Present Pilace-Singing 


Comedian and Monologist with Sales of 
“Eye Water” on the Side—One Night in 
Chicago—First Meeting with Great Stars 
and Then Substantial Successes. 

My earliest recollection in my connection 
with the stage was the production of “ The 
Savage of the Rocks of Borneo” in a cellar. 
I had seen the play atthe St. Louis theater 
and attempted a reproduction in this under- 
ground theater; but to our misfortune the 
boy who was to act the part of the persecuted 
Indian maiden got intoa row with the boy 
who played the whfe maiden, and this first 
episode in my theatrical career came to a 
sudden end. Minstrelsy was a most popular 
form of entertainment at this time, during 
the fifties, and I was instrumental in. organ- 
izing companies among my school-fellows, and 
through this means had acquired all of the 
popular songs and jokes of the day. 
equipped, I made my first public appearance 
atthe age of 14 at the Defiance Theater, 
Cairo, lll, in 1862. 

At the breaking out of the war I followed 
the army as a drummer boy, but, was never 
regularly enlisted, for the reason that my 
parents refused to give a written consent. 

At Cairo, when I had drummed sufficient 
valor into the hearts of the soldiers of our 
regiment, they departed for the seat of war, 
leaving me to fight my way to the theatrical 
front. I had from time to time applied at 
the Defiance Theater for an engagement, and 
a refusal was based upon the ground of my 
being too young and too small to be useful. 
But upon giving the manager a specimen of 
my comic singing, and his ascertaining the 
fact that I could play the drum, I was put into 
the theatrical ranks for “general utility,’’ 
singing between the plays and drumming’ in 
the orchestra at $6 a week, though it was diffi- 
cult for me to understand at the time 
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. how the manager could offer me such a 


munificent salary. I soon found, how- 
ever, that I could not live on less, 
as it took more than half of this amount to 
pay for my board, and I slept on the stage 
lounge in the theater until the compassionate 
manager discovered this fact and gave me a 
lodging in his own house and with it the use 
of his theatrical library. Bless Tom Holland 
for this early planting! 

The Defiance Theater was located half with- 
in the soldiers’ camp, the guard line passing 
through the center of the theater, thus en- 
abling the soldiers to witness the performance 
within the line and the civilians to keep on 
their own side. This theater was originally 
built by Fred J. Wildman, an old actor now 
livingin Chicago. He failed, however, to 
keep up the institution, not so much from 
want of patronage as owing to the character 
of the receipts. Barrels of sutler’s checks 
were accumulated for admission when some 
hurried order would carry away the regitnent 
responsible for the payment of them and-both 
manager and actors suffered thereby. 

First Played a Negro Girl. 

My first part was Pit-a-Pat, a negro girl in 
the play of ‘‘ The Hidden Hand.”’ The songs 
I sang between the plays were of a_ patriotic 
character and adapted to meet the current 
events of the time. Thus, when Gen, Grant 
captured Fort Pillow I sang: 

Fort Pillow, it is taken, 
The rebels, they are shaken, etc. 

I adapted the same songto Fort Donelson, 
and brought it out with redoubled strength 
when Vicksburg wastaken. One can hardly 
imagine now the enthusiasm aroused among 
our soldier peso by these songs, and their 
outbursts of applause doubtless assisted me 
largely in their rendition. My duties as an 
actor in the Cairo company were various; 
often have I appeared asa heavy villain with 
an ill-fitting beard, and a broadsword in the 
first play, changing to a tiriid village maiden 
for the Maypole dance in the closing play, be- 
sides giving my songs between the acts and 
drumming in the orchestra. All in one even- 
ing for one-sixth of $6. 

One disadvantage under which I labored 
was alack of theatrical wardrobe, and one 
coat made of calico was utilized in both an- 
cient and modern plays. I was forced, through 
poverty, to wear it so often that I became 
known to some of the jeering ones in the pit 
as the ** calico coat.”’ During the latter part 
of my engagement at Cairo I was approached 
by a provincial manager, familiarly known 
as **‘ Old Cary,”’ who gave performances with 
his family and some assistance under a tent. 
He said to fhe: “I like your singing and 

our acting pretty well, and you tell a good 

‘ankee story. Now, if you will learn to walk 
the slack wire I can give you $8 a week.” 

With this tempting offer I joined * Old 
Cary "’ at Carbondale in Egypt, Ill., and im- 
mediately went into practice preparatory to 
an extended tour throughout the State. A

cure the end of the wire, ended my loftier 
aspirations, and thereafter I pursued my 


course on a common level, appearing in the :

to take down and put up the tent. 


One Night in Chicago. 


My engagement with this company, how- 
ever, terminated when my jokes, songs, wigs, 
and wardrobe had been acquired by the mein- 
bers of the company. At St. Louis I soon 
found an engagement at 
$8 aweek. Here | appeared in the heavy 
melodramas then popular in the New York 
Bowery. I next came to Chicago, where 
my first engagement at Chadwick's Theater 
Dearborn street was terminated

arrived at the little town of Merodosia, Iil., 
where there was no printing office, and of 
taking one bill from my bundle and a bell 
and rousing up the community, taking my 
bill from house to house through ‘the town 
and exhibiting my abilities and talents entire 
that evening to receipts of 65 cents? But 
this was a good huuse inthose days for me. 
At times I avoided hall rent and sang in the 
open air and took up a collection and once 
added the sale of eye-water at 10 cents a 
bottle to my entertainment without notice- 
able increase in the receipts. 

Meets the Popular Stars. 

But, mind you, there was no misery in those 
days; I was very happy-and hopeful; so when 
I found myself at 18 as the second low come- 
dian at Ben De Bar’s Theater in St. Louis my 
true ambition had been largely satisfied. My 
experience, too, under Mr. De Bar was the 
most valuable I had had because I was 
brought into contact with the popular stars of 
the day. Mark Smith, my cousin, a sterling 
actor from Wallack’s Theater, New York, be- 
ginning the season with the old comedies, 
opened my eyes for the first time to dignified 
theatrical performances. Among the stars 
of the season were Charles Dillon, the famous 
English tragedian; Paddy Collins, the sing- 
ing Irishman, popular at the time; oy 
Thorne, Maggie Mitchell, and Lawrence I 
Barrett, **the rising’young tragedian,” then 
but 28 years of age and just at the beginning 
of his career as a star, which brought to him 
well-earned fame and fortune. How well I 
recall this scholarly, gentlemanly actor and 
my youthful admiration for qualities in him, 
which only increased as years proved to me 
his value as an actor anda man. May God 
bless his memory! 

Ben De Bar, himself an excellent comedian, 
was an example to us boys, and he was re- 
garded as a most efficient stage manager and 
director. . His Falstaff was considered in 
those days a great performance, and his 
Toodles was most popular. An engraving 
of this actor as Falstaff, recently pre- 
sented to me by Mr. John W. Norton of the 
Grand Opera-House, St. Louis, I treasure as a 
most delightful reminiscence of my early 
days and my worthy preceptor. My next en- 
gagement was at the theater at Leavenworth, 
Kas., as first low comedian, under the man- 
agement of George D. Chaplin. 

It was during this time in 1866 that I first 
met the Berger family, who came to Leaven- 
worth as a contert company, and at the close 
of my..engagement with Mr. Chaplin I made 
a tour with them in the Western towns, sing- 
ing comic songs and playing farces. The fol- 
lowing fall I came to the Dhethen cities for 
the first time, the Peak and Berger family 
having combined in a musical and bell ringin 
entertainment. 
character being a feature, I was given liberty 
to enlarge my opportunities in this field and 


obtained recognition as a humorist and comic 


lecturer. My numerous failures and successes 
in this line might form an amusing part of 
this story, nevertheless, in the course of the

few years I gave an entertainment alone. 
Toward. the close of the season of 1866 I 
becamé a member of the stock company of 
the Chestnut Street Theater, Philadelphia, 
under the management of Col. William E. 
Sinn. One of the first stars who appeared at 
this theater after I entered upon this engage- 
ment was the late James E. Murdoch, this 
— his last appearance on the dramatic 
stage. 

In 1871 I made my first appearance in New 
York City at Lina Edwin’s Theater, appear- 
ing a few weeks later at the Howard Athe- 
nzum, Boston, for the first time, with no re- 
markable success. 


Successes Came Then Rapidly. 


In 1874, at the Olympic Theater, New 
York, I appeared for twenty-six weeks, and 
nineteen weeks in Boston at the Howard 
Atheneum. This was the first success of 
which I really have reason to be proud. I 
then joined ae Daly’s company at the 
Fifth Avenue Theater, New York, and. -then 


followed a season in the West, after which I . 


I 
career as a dramatic star in a play 
called ** Edgewood Folks,” organizing the best 
company that I could gather, including sev- 
eral members of Wallack’s stock company. 
Every effort was made for a striking. success.

THE FAIR OPEN TODAY. 

Much to the regret of those who fear that 
the opening of the Exposition Sunday may be 
followed by. plague, pestilence, .and other 
‘ judgments,’”’ sweeping away the just as well 
as the unjust, the Fair gates will be open to- 
day. For that favor, which will be-heartily 
appreciated if the day is aj fine one, thanks are 
due to a citizen of Chieego—Chief Justice 
Fuller. 

Application was made to him yesterday to 
suspend the injunction granted by Judges 
Woods and Jenkins until the Court of Ap- 
péals had passed on the question. To do that 
necessitated at least one more open Sunday. 
The Chief Justice found no difficulty in com- 
plying with the request, though the two Cir- 
cuit Court Judges had refused it, and he fixed 
as the date for the hearing in the Court of Ap- 
peals Thursday of this week. 

The Chief Justice will preside in person on 
that occasion, and he has selected as his as- 
sociates the two District Judges, Bunn of 
Madison,’ Wis., and Allen of Springfield in 
this State, the former a Republican and the 
latter one of the oldest of Illinois’ .Democrats. 
It will not take them long to reach a conclu- 
sion, and their decision should be made 
known by Saturday at the farthest. Should 
it be such a decision as the great majority of 
the people favor, an appeal may be taken 
from it to the Supreme Court, but that court 
will not meet for months, and the Exposition 
will be open in the meanwhile. 

It is useless to speculate about the con- 
clusions of the three Judges. They will in- 
terpret the law as they understand it.. But 
whatever their opinion may be today at least 
belongs to the people, and they can make 
what use of it they will. No zealot anxious 
to regulate the conduct of Christians Sunday 
by the rules observed by Jews dn the Sabbath 
can keep them out of Jackson Park and the 
Fair buildings on this Sunday. All men can 
regulate their conduct today by their own 
consciences and not be forced to spend the 
day in a manner which pleases the conscience 
of some one else. Therefore let the people 
avail themselves of their liberty and go to 
Jackson Park.

According t him, when 
the Legislature thought it was giving the 
United States the use of the park to erect 
buildings in, it was really granting jurisdic- 
tion over it and surrendering the police power 
of Illinois there for the time being. 
Judge-Woods carries his Hieas of the power 
of the government so far as to assert that 
Congress could have ordered the Exposition 
closed on the first day of the week if it had 
seen fit to do so without giving a solitary 
souvenir half dollar or money in any other 
form as a consideration. Ifa large number 
of people had petitioned Congress to close the 
Fair Saturdays also it would have had 


| power, from Judge Woods’ point of view, to 


do so. It eould have forbidden the sale of 
liquor on the grounds or could have author- 
ized it. It could have done within the park 
whatever it can do in the District of Colum- 
bia. The reserved rights of the States and 
the views of the strict constructionists were 
thrown out of court by the Judge. . 

Tue Trarsune has always been on the side 
of national supremacy.

During 
the war Judge Allen’s political views, freely 
expressed by him, were such as to cause him 
He did not be- 
lieve that the National Government had di- 
rect or implied power to defend itself against 
domestic enemies. He was an unqualified 
State rights Democrat. As for the Chief 
Justice, no one has ever charged him with hav- 
ing a drop of Federalist blood in his veins. 
His decisions since he has been on the bench 
show that he belongs now, as before his ap- 
pointnrent, to the strict rather than the broad 
constructionists of the Constitution. 

It may be that the arguments of Judge 
Woods of Indianapolis—Mr. Harrison’s friend 
—may have weight with his brother Judges 
and may convert them to belief in his doctrine

DR. BRIGGS AND THE BIBLE. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church has pronounced Dr. Briggs guilty of 
heretical teaching, on the matter of iuspira- 
tional scripture, and has condemmed him so 
far as itis in its power todoso. This action 
is singularly out of accord with ‘* reason,” 
inasmuch as'the position taken by the alleged 
heretic in regard to the scriptures lies outside 
of the doctrines of that church as formulated 
in its “ Confession.” It is based on knowl- 
edge gained in the nearly 250 yeans since that 
document was adopted, and therefore does 
not contradict anything which the printed 
constitution of the church demands that its 
teachers should believe. In his address of 
May 25 last Dr. Briggs emphatically stated to 
his accusers and judges: ‘I affirm that I be- 


lieve the Holy Scriptures as the wond of God,” 


and added his affirmation that be held to the 
whole doctrine taught in the first ¢hapter of 
the Westminister Confession, that being the 
one which treats of *‘ The Holy Scripture.” 


Apart from his idea that sanctification ig | 


not complete at the time of death, a point in 
regard to which it is difficult to find anything 
in the Bible, from the first verse of Genesis to 
the last of Revelation, the heresy charged 
against Dr. Briggs is the result of modern re- 
search and studying the Bible itself, and he 
cited the opinions of no less than 147 scholars, 
124 of whom are still living, in proof of the 
correctness of his teachings. In doing so he 
claimed that many of them are as thoroughly 
Christian and orthodox as dare his accusers. 

His principal ‘heresies’? are the admission 
of doubts that errors may have existed in the 
original text of the Scriptures; that. Moses was 
not the author of the Pentateuch, and that 
Isaiah did not write more than half the book 
which bears his name. In other words, it is 
pronounced heresy to accept such af the new 
readings in the revised; version of the Old 
Testament as are based’ on modern correc- 
tions of undoubted errors*in the Hebrew. It 
is heresy to hold that Moses did not write the 
account of his own death and the thirty days’ 
mourning afterwards, with the statement 
that *‘there arose not a prophet since in 
Israel. like unto Moses.” It is heresy 
to suppose that certain “verges were 
written by Isaiah when they bear strong in- 
ternal evidence of not having been written till 
seme centuries after his death, though the 
‘‘Confession”’ does not contain one word 
looking to a requirement that any particular 
man shall be regarded as a writer, On the 
contrary that document expressly stated that 
the authority of the holy scripture rests 
‘* wholly upon God, the author thereof.” 

‘The assembly dodges the question at issue 
in voting that “‘It is impossible there can 
have been any errors whatever in the original 
autographs of the scriptures,’”’ since the 
criticisms made by Dr. Briggs atte on the 
wording of what are admitted to be copies, 
and probably loaded with the errors resulting 
from being copied over scores if | not hun- 
dreds of times. It is wofully behind the age 
in failing to recognize the fact that important 
new light has been thrown upon the reading 
of the passage or which the views in regard 
to inspiration as given in the ‘‘ Confession ” are 
founded. In II. Timothy, iii., 16 we have:

Here is a radically wide difference of mean- 
ings. The new reading does not say that all 
scripture is inspired, but that so mich of it as 
is inspired is profitable, ete. Sutely the Gen- 
eral Assembly would have done its worst to 
silence Paul for his remark about the inspira- 
tion of the scriptures, for Dr. Briggs falls no 
further short than did the distinguished Apos- 
tle to the Gentiles. Of course, nothing was to 
be gained in such a body by falling back on 
Paul, and probably this is the reason why Briggs 
did not appeal to him as authority, It should 
not be forgotten that the above-cited statement 
by Paul refers only to the Jewish scriptures 
of the Old Testament, with perhaps some of 
those now ealled apocryphal, though ac- 
counted good enough to pass muster in his 
day. As none ofthe New Testament books 
had been written at the time Paul indited his 
Epistle to Timothy, except some of his own 
letters to the 'churches, he could no# have re- 
ferred to the New Testament as imspired, in 
whole or in part. 

But truth and obligation are not always the 
same thing. They are different in this case. 
In taking his ordination vows Dr. Briggs 
pledged himself to teach all that is required 
by the Presbyterian Church, and its ‘* Con- 
fession,”’ including all their manifest errors 
in regard to the truth and inspiration of the 
scriptures. So he cannot now complain for 
being formally denounced by the a&’sembly on 
account of his having gone back on his prom- 
He should quietly step down 
and out from the Presbyterian Church, which 
declares he is no longer an exponent of its 
doctrines, _He ought not to insist’ upon re- 
maining inside the fold among sheep which 
regard him asa wolf. He should go out from 
among them, and leave them in the . peacea- 
ble conviction that their fathers of the six- 
teenth century knew all worth knowing in re- 
gard to the character of the scriptures. the men 
who wrote them, and the inscruiiable pur- 
poses of God, 


“OUR DIRTY STREETS. 

Mayor Harrison affects to pooh-pooh the 
statements made by the South Side Aldermen 
and others that the streets of the city are in a 
most filthy condition, nevertheless they are in 
a worse condition today than they have been 
at any time since Mr. Harrison was Mayor 
before. If he has any doubt aboutit he has 
only to takearidein the South Division— 
along Wabash avenue, for instance. Th is 
the leading thoroughfare to the World's Fair 
grounds. All along the line of.the road dust 
heaps are gathered on either side. When it is 
not raining and when the wind is blewing the 
travelers along the route—those who go to the 
World’s Fair by the cable cars, for ¢xample— 
have the dust and muck blown into their eyes, 
ears, and nostrils. Their clothing is covered 
with it. Thereis no excuse for this state of 
affairs. The Council appropriated $1,000,- 
000 for street cleaning purposes. This was 
declared sufficient by the Mayor when he was 
Half of it has been 
spent and there has been but one general clean- 
ing of the city. The Mayor insists that half of 
the city has been cleaned twice. There is 
no evidence to establish the truth of the 
Mayor's declaration on the other hand. Mr.

THE RIOTING NEAR LEMONT. 

A week ago Tue Trisene called the atten- 
tion of the civii authorities'to the necessity 
of their taking prompt actidn to stop at once 
the disturbances which had broken out in the 
stone quarries and on the line of the drainage 
channel and told them there'would be trouble 
if they did not. They failed) to act, preferring 
to let things run their course, and trusting to 
luck to avoid bloodshed. The’ unpleasant 
news in yesterday’s papers shows that they 
nfade a serious mistake. 

Friday a number of the strikers set out to 
raid one of the drainage camps where work 
was still being carried on. Their intention was 
to force the men to stop if they were not re- 
ceiving what the strikers hajve decided is the 
proper rate of pay. They were unarmed ex- 
cept with sticks, but those are very etfective 
weapons under certain circumstances. This 
expedition on the part of these men who 
would not work themselves, and did not mean 
others should, was a lawless One. Every per- 
son engaged in this atte mpt to intimidate and 
coerce others was liable to arrest ‘and punish- 
ment. 

The persons who were to be attacked had a 
perfect right to defend themselves, all the 
more so as nobddy seemed to be willing to 
give them the protection guaranteed by law. 
No man is bound to desert his property or his 
work when a mob bids himdoso. He has a 
right to repel force with force, but those whom 
the strikers intended to‘mollest seem to have 
defended themselves with too much aggress- 
iveness and to have followed up the flying 
strikers with too much energy. The mortality 
was allamong the latter, which is not aston- 
ishing, since there were rifles on one: side and 
clubs on the other. 

The duty of protecting men in their right 
to work should not have been left to the con- 
tractors and their employés. To do so is to 
encourage private war. It appears that one 
contractor with a handful of armed men was 


able to rout the strikers without the least 


difficulty. Why could not the Sheriffs have 
done the same thing without loss of life in a 
lawful manner? Possibly (they feared” the 
‘‘ynpopularity’’ of an interference with 
voters. Certainly they have cut a very poor 
figure in this whole business, 

Matters being as they are, doubtless the best 
thing that can be done is to let the militia take 
charge until everything is quiet. It is expen- 
sive, much more so than sending some Deputy 
Sheriffs to end the disturbance when it was 
just beginning, but there seems to no 
other way to preserve the peace now. The 
House will pass before adjournment the bill 
giving the Drainage Trustees police powers. 
It will become a law.July 1 and the Trustees 
can then, if they chéose, see that order pre- 
vails in the valley of, tthe Degplaines.

MORE STREET CARS AT NIGHT. 

It is to be hoped that what happeréd Thurs- 
day night will be a lesson to the et car 
companies, especially the North and West 
Side ones. The fireworks drew:an immense 
crowd to Jackson Park. Naturally all who 
were there wanted to leave for home at the 
same time. That there shouid be immediate 
accommodation for them wis not to be ex- 
pected, of course, and many were quite late 
in getting away. The roads leading from the 
Fair grounds did all that c@uld be asked of 
them, excépt that the South Side cable com- 
pany ought to have increased the number of 


its cars, running as many at night as during.- 


the day, and should have run them later. 

But when the belated throngs of people 
residents of the North and) West Divisions, 
reached the center of the city midnight was 
near at hand, and only a few cable cars were 
available to carry them to their homes. Not 
long after 12 o’clock the latter stopped run- 
ning, leaving only the slow and infrequent 
horse cars. If the two delinquent companies 
had run as many cars up to midnight as they 
do during the mornings ahd had kept their 
cable cars running somewhat later than usual 
they would have been able to accommodate 
the crowds and would have made money by 
the operation, Unfortunatély conveniencing 
the people might mean some interference 
with the carefully prepared schedules of 
superintendents, It might necessitate the pay- 
ing of extra money for overtime to some em- 
ployés. Those things trouble street rajlroad 
managers. 

If their ‘“‘ aim were to please ”’ they would 
be on the lookout for such special gatherings 
as that of Thursday night, ‘They would see 
that more cars were put on and that they were 
kept running later. The reason for stopping 
the cables at a certain hour js that travel falls 
off and jt is not economy to! run big engines 
to haula few cars. Butif the travel were as 
heavy by night as by day the ‘engines should 
be run continuously. Nothing except an un- 
willingness to break through routine kept all 
the companies from putting on more cars 
Thursday night. 


There will be these hearyy crowds,* late at 


night on many occasions: between now and. 
the end of October. Thousands of people 
from the North and West Divwisions will go to 
the Exposition on the special nights and they 
should be provided with convenient means of 
If the street car companies 
will not furnish them voluntarily the Council 
must make them do go,even if it does de- 
range their precious schedules. This is a 
matter which is in the hands of the Aldermen.

of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy

Luther really retained and taught the Papal 
doctrine that a poor, mortal priest can for- 


give the bins of another, having full authority 


from God to do so. The fact that the priest 
is himself a sinner and needs forgiveness 
seems not to have been thought a valid objec- 
tion to the force of his absolution for sins 
committed by another. That article stands 
today in the Lutheran Church, though it 
would seem that some of its members do 
not take kindly to the idea while they con- 
tinue formally to acknowledg2 the founder of 
their faith was right in this as in other par- 
ticulars. The discussion of the. week 
before last indicates that a few among 
them do not: want to be bound any 
longer by what they hold to be an ab- 
surdity, and it stands to reason they do not 
confess their sins to the priest while in health 
or send for him in the hour of mortal sickness 
to lift the bar that would otherwise shut them 
out of heaven. But they find it about as diffi- 
cult to effect a reform in this particular as do 
the. Presbyterians in acknowledging that the 
faith formulas of two and a half centuries ago 
do not fit the better, higher knowledge of to- 
day. Strange that otherwise intelligent and 
progressive people in this age should hold 
themselves perfectly .at liberty to improve 
upon the modes of life of their forefathers but 
not on their creeds. . 


UNPLEASANT NEWS ABOUT CHICAGO. 
In the City of Newark, N.J., is the Frank- 


lin Street Methodist Episcopal Church, whose. 


minister is the Rev. Dr. James Boyd Brady. 
Hitherto unknown to Chicagoans, they will 
henceforth take a lively interest in him be- 
cause he has made public some extraordinary 
facts in relation to this city—a state of affairs 
which no-one suspected, but which, being re- 
vealed, must excite keen interest and alarm. 

The Rev. Dr. Brady is opposed to the open- 
ing of the World’s Fair Sunday, which he 
ealls the Sabbath, and he felt it his duty to 
give his views to his parishioners last Sun- 
day in that modest and temperate language 
which has been used by most of those who 
have endeavored to force their ideas of Sun- 
day observance upon persons wae hold differ- 
ent opinions. 

After having dwelt on the sinfulness of open- 
ing the Exposition on the first day of the week 
and the inevitable doom of all who were con- 
cerned in the crime, and after having urged 
all who valued their future welfare to keep 
away from the World’s Fair,.he brought his 


’ remarks to a climax by telling his hearers that 


a gentleman had told him that “‘ where the 
City of Chicago stands the crust of the earth 
is only thirty feet thick and the fires of hell 
are raging just beneath.”’ It is not likely that 
any of the Rev. Dr. Brady’s congregation will 
come here after hearing that. They would 
be in constant fear, were they to come, of the 
crust caving in and their falling into the bot- 


+ tomless pit. 


These startling revelations of the Newark 
clergyman, who never. would proclaim 
from his pulpit that which he was nat 
satisfied was true, show how mistaken the en- 
gineers have been who have reported that un- 
derneath the upper crust there was nothing 
more dangerous than quicksand, beneath 
which came the blue clay. Either those per- 
sons who have dug and bored beneath the sur- 
face decided that it was safest to say nothing 
about what they found for fear of alarming 
the people or they did not happen to strike 
that part of the city which covers the entrance 
to the infernal regions. 

It isa pity that the Rev. Dr. Brady was not 
a little more precise. The city covers now 
180 square miles, and it is more than proba- 
ble that the flames of which he speaks are not 
raging just beneath the entire area. It would 
be hard to believe that those flames are surg- 
ing up immediately beneath cathedrals and 
churches and the homes of those ministers 
who have been most zealous in denouncing 
the Sunday opening of the Fair. : It may be 
that the thin’ crust and the sulphurous sub- 
stratum are somewhere in the outskirts. So 


-long as the exact locality is unknown people 


will be exceedingly nervous, and whenever 
they smell anything that resembles brimstone 
will move away. 

This matter is one which deserves investi- 
gation after the Infanta has gone.and the 
Mayor and the Council are in a condition 
to do business once more.

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SOMETHING NEW IN A BRIDGE, 


Metropolitan Elevated Officers Planning a 
Structure ‘to Span the South Branch. 
The Metropolitan Elevated railroad people 


have a surprise in store for the public in the‘ 


shape of a new elevated cantilever bridge. If 
the present plans are carried out there will be 
a bridge somewhere between Jackson and 
Van Buren streets which can be opened or 
closed ina few seconds. There. will be no 
center pier as an obstruction to navigation, 
and the bridge proper will be in two sections 


- which can be raised from a horizontal 


le 

tion to a vertical position at the shore ends. 
Just where the bridge will be located is not 
definitely settled, but it will in all probability 
be directly opposite the Bass property on 
Market street. Negotiations are. under way 
with the Pennsylvania company for. a right 
of way over this company’s tracks. It is quite 
probable that the Metropolitan company and 
the Tunnel company will join forces west of 
the river. The elevated structure has been 
built for three blocks west of Paulina street. 
Four miles of foundations have been put in. 
All of the right of way between Ashland ave- 
nue and West Forty-eighth street and five 
sixths of that between Halsted street and Ash- 
land avenue has been secured. Pieces of 
wroperty alo the right of way east of 
alsted street have been picked up and ne- 
gotiations for right of way on tlie main branch 
are being carried on. The officers of the com- 
pany estimate that about $2,000,000 has 
already been expended for right of way and 

improvements. 


LA SALLE STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


Commissioner of Public Works Author- 
ized to Bridge Part of Tunnel Opening 
The Commissioner of Public Works has 
been authorized and directed to proceed at 
once with the carrying out of an improve- 
ment which has been contemplated for 
several years. the covering of that portion of 
the La Salle street tunnel south from Lake 
street, not interfering with the running of the 


cars through the tunnel. 


This means that the La Salle street tunnel 


| opening will be covered at its north end, a 


distance, running south from Lake street, of 
seventy to 100 feet, securing a much - needed 
improvement on La Salle street between Ran- 
dolph and Lake streets, which section has suf- 
fered more than its share of congestion for 
several years. 

An ordinance was passed and money ap- 
propriated for this purpose three years ago; 
but the appropriation was afterwards trans- 
ferred to the eaiaon street bridge fund. 


Lake street is a crowded thoroughfare, and. 


Commissioner Jones recommended to the 
City Council that the covering be done iin- 
mediately “in view of the absolute necessity 
for more space in the business district. for the 
benefit of the fire department and the general 
public,”” and also because “the congested 
state of the streets in the business district con- 
tinually demands all the possible relief that 
can be given.”’ 

In this improvement also the city will have 
done, ina measure, justice to the pare 
owners on La Salle street between Randolp 
and Lake streets, who have never received 
any compensation for the damage their prop- 
erty has sustained by reason of the opening of 
the tunnel, which greatly reduced the road- 
way and sidewalks abutting. 

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 
Reduced Cost of Material and Abundance 
of Labor Induce Activity. 

Plans for a hotel to be built at West Pull- 
man at the southwest corner of Halsted and 
One Hundred and Twentieth streets are being 
drawn by Paeder, Coffin & Crocker. It is 
to contain about 400 rooms and will be 100x 
125 feet in dimensions. The estimated cost 
is $75,000. The structure is to be of pressed 
brick’ with stone trimmings. The first story 
is to be occupied in part by stores. 

Adolph Drinding is now ready to receive 
bids for the Polish church to be erected on 
Carpenter street. This will be.a handsome 
edifice in the Gothic style of architecture and 
will be 175 teet long, 102 feet front and have 
transept 110 feetlong. It will be of stone

S. 8S. Beman has completed the plans fora 
beautiful new edifice for the North Chicago 
Hebrew congregation, to be builtat the north- 
east corner of Salle avenue and Goethe 
street, at a cost of $50,000. This new church 
will front 67 feet on La Salle avenue and 125 
feet on Goethe street. It will be of stone 
with slate roof. The entrance will be: from 
the avenue, and just above it will bea massive 
stained glass window of an exquisite design. 
The basément will be occupied by the Sunday 
school, while the synagogue proper will be on 
the main floor with a gallery. The interior 
will be beautifully decorated. 

Dixon & Brookes have designed for George 
Sunderland three two-story, basement, and 
attic houses, to be built on Forest avenue, 
near Thirty-eighth street, at a cost of $25,- 
000. They will front fifty feet with a depth 
of eighty. The fronts will be constructed of 
raindrop brown stone, and the interiors will 
be finished in hardwood, and warmed by 
furnace. Estimates for construction are now 
being received. For William Sivyer they 
have planned two residences, 37x60 feet, to 
be built on Jackson avenue, near Fifty-sixth 
street.

Welding by Electricity; 

Two Belgians have discovered a method of 
welding by electricity which will be ef immense 
use in the arts. Electricity foreed into water 
separates it into component parts, hy#irogen and 
oxygen. A glass jar with a leaden lining is’ con- 
nected with a conduetor of positive electricity. 
A pair of tongs connected with a negative pole 
and having insulated handles is used to take up 
a bar of iren, for instance, and pat the end 
in the water. The oxygen is forced te the leaden 
lining while the hydrogen collects abput the sub- 
merged metal, which quickly produces an intense 
heat. The hydrogen, being a poor conductor, 
offers intense resistance to the current, and this 
generates the heat. It is shown the most refrac- 
tory ores can be fused by this process; and as it 
is possible to|\produce in this way lange crystals 
of carbon, diamonds, rubies, and sapphires may 
be the process in any quantity desired.

WITHDRAWAL OF SHARES. BY MEM- 
BERS DEPRECATED. 


Such Withdrawals Contrary to the Theory 
of Building Society FinanceExtraordi- 
nary Cases Where They May Ee Advan- 
tageous to All Parties Comeerned=—The 
Northern Michigan # Prosperous Local 
Organization—Inspection Law Adopted 
by the State of Kentucky. 


A wide difference of opinion exists among 
building and loan experts regarding the policy 
of encouraging withdrawals of steck. Such 
withdrawals are contrary to the theory of 
building and loan finance, but are common, 
and will remain so in actual ptactice. There 
are always members whoineed ready money 
and who have no means of raising it aside 
from their building and loan deposits. This 
is recognized in the provision for withdrawal 
on certain notice which is vuniversal. 
Associations differ only on the amount 
of book profit to be allowed .on these 
withdrawals. Some hold that the member 
who withdraws his stock before maturity is 
entitled only to his payments and 6 per cent 
interest. Others insist that no matter how 
long or short a time he has been making pay- 
ments he is entitled to. a withdrawal with 
a percentage of the book profit on his shares. 
It isa question which cannot be decided by 
any arbitrary rule. A large and prosperous 
association may find it advantageous to retire 
certain shares, especially in older series, while 
a small association would be weakened by the 
same process. : 

J.H. Slater, in the Savings and Loan Re- 
view, has the following regarding building as- 
sociation withdrawals: 

It seems to be a prevalent idea among building 
association members that they are maxing depos- 
its on the same principle as they deposit money 
in a bank, and consequently have an equitable 
right to withdraw the money deposited at pleas- 
ure. 

This is a mistaken idea, harmful both to the in- 
dividual members and to the association asa 
whole, and the managers of the associations are 
largely to blame for its existence. __ ; 

embers can have no eqhitable right to with- 
draw atany time all they have paid to their asso- 
ciation. A membership in ag association is a con- 
tract, and, like all contracts, must be made by at 
least two parties, with conditions by which are 
determined the rights of the parties thereto. The 
leading conditions in these certificates of mem- 
bership are that the person named is made a 
member; that he owns a certain number of the 
shares of the capital sto¢ek of the par value 
of $100 each, and that he will pay a stipulated 
amount weekly or monthly until said amounts, 
together with the profits thpreon, equal the face 
or par value of said sharps. The association 
agrees to investthe payments above named in 
accordance with certain by-laws, and to pay to 
the member the full face or par value of the 
shares atthe time they reaich that value. This 
contract entered into by the member, who is the 
party of the first part, and the association, who 
is the party of the second) part, having been 
signed, sealed, and delivered, is an obligation on 
the part of each to use their best efforts to faith- 
fully carry out its conditions, week by week or 
month by month, until the second party shall 
pay in cash the face value ofthe shares, and the 
first party shall deliver to the second the cer- 
tificate or contract for cancellation. 

J.J. W. Reynolds, Secretary of the Eastern 
of Syracuse, N. Y., in hisjreport at the third 
annual meeting of the company had the fol- 
lowing on the same subject: 

Our profits are largely md@de up of compound 
interest. Lapse of time and constant reinvest- 
ment of the income is all the advantage there is 
in compound over simple interest, although the 
idea has somehow got abroad that compound in- 
terest is a mysterious and jpnexplainable some- 
thing, which, like leaven inithe meal, increases 
the bulk in some occult manner and that time 
has but little roy mpemene in the transaction. 
The man who puts his money into a loar associa- 
tion with the expectation of, withdrawing it 
therefrom ina few months with a large increase 
in the shape of ititerest is to be likened to the 
child who plants seeds in the garden and then 
digs them up every day to see what peogrese has 
been made in the matter of growth. It becomes, 
therefore, the duty of every member, and it is 
clearly to his advantage, that he continue his pay- 
ments. 

Kentucky Inspection Law. 

The States in which builfing and loan asso- 
ciations flourish are rapidly falling in line. on 
the question of State inspéction. A new cor- 
poration law went into effect April 1, in 
which appears the’ following section relating 


to building societies: 


All corporations formed under this or any other 
law, and transacting in this State a business sim- 
ilar to that authorized to be done by this law, 
shall be done under the supervision of the Secre- 
tary of State. The President, Manager, or Secre- 
tary thereof shall, on or befare the first day of 
February in each year, return to said Secretary of 
State a report, signed and sworn to by the Presi- 
dent or Manager end Secretairy, and attested by 
at least two directors, showing the amount of 
paid-up capital and angount of all cash receipts 
and disbursements for the year ending the 
thirty-first day of December next pre- 
vious thereto, and such other facts 
as the Secretary of State may require; and each 
corporation, officer, agent or manager, failing or 
refusing to make said report’ or to furnish any 
information called for by the: Secretary of State, 
under the oath and attestation of its officers as 
required, shall be severally guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and fined not less than $100 nor more 
than $1,000 foreach offense.; And every foreign 
corporation shall, before it transacts or solicits 
any business in this State, obtain from the Secre- 
tary of State a certificate authorizing it to carry on 
and solicit business in this state, which certifi- 
cate the Secretary of State shall grant upon sat- 
isfactory information furnished to him under 
oath that the corporation is solvent and properly 
managed; and if any corporation, by its agents 
or officers, solicits or transatts any. business in 
this State without first obtaining such -certifi- 
cates, such corporation, and each agent thereof 
who solicits or transacts for it any business in 


‘this State, shall be liable to the penalty pro- 


vided in this section.

FRANK FISK’S UNIQUE PEDALIA-PIANO. 


Mme. Palicot’s Wonder Duplicated Down in 

Kansas City, Mo.Double Instrument. 

“* Did you know,”’ remarked a member of 
one of the companies now playing at one of 
the principal theaters in this city, ‘‘ that there 
is a ‘pedalia-piano’ in Kansas City, Mo.? 
Mme. Palicot’s performances reminded me 
of this fact, and as I sat in the Auditorium 
yesterday afternoon enjoying the: perform- 
ance I was struck with the idea that, in part at 
least, this artiste’s playing is duplicated by a 
musical friend of mine. He has improvised 
a pedal system for his piano for practice. The 
man I refer to is Frank P. Fisk, organist of 
the Catholic cathedral and a teacher of in- 
strumental music, particularly the piano. 

‘“*Several years ago Mr. Fisk was seeking 
for some method by whick he could keep up 
his practice in pedal manipulation, without 
going some distance to the cathedral. To tell 
the truth, Frank is a trifle lazy, and besides he 
wanted to practice in his room while awaiting 
the arrival of pupils. He studied over the 
problem for a long time and finally evolved 
the idea of attaching a set of pedals to his 
piano. The scheme proved a complete suc- 
cess and now he does all of his practice in his 
rooms, located at least half a mile from the 
church. 

‘‘ The plan adopted wasan exceedingly sim- 
ple one, yet the results were more perfect 
than he expected. At first he thought he 
would merely have the bank of: s con- 
structed in the usual form and placed under 
the instrument without any attachment what-’ 
ever. He tried this, but concluded that if he 
was to obtain any benefits from its presence 
the keys must be attached to the respective 
keys of the fingerboard of the piano. He 
wanted to hear the pedals speak as he struck 
them with his feet. He nearly ruined his 
piano in his effort to accomplish his wishes 
without the assistance of a competent me- 
chanic, for while he plays the organ he could 
not be responsible for the construction of a 
new instrument. 

** He finally called in a friend who is also a 
competent organ builder. The two perfected 
the idea, and today Mr. Fisk has a pedalia 
piano as good as anybody’s. The pedals are 
connec with the keys of the two bass 
octaves by means of small wire cables so ar- 
ranged that they do not interfere) with the 
operation of the loud and soft pedals of the 
instrument proper. A slight tap of the foot 
on,one of the pedals. will bring:an instanta- 
neous response from the interior of the piano. 
Mr. Fisk uses his device not only for his own 
practice, but in the instruction of those of his 
pupils who wish to study the organ. He finds 
it quite a valuable accessory in his work,”’ 

‘*T once saw and played upon a similar in- 
strument,’’ observed a friend standing near. 
‘* That is to say it was not exactly the same, 
yet it possessed some features I never saw be- 
fore or since. It was a compound:instrument 
that couid be made either piano or reed 
organ at the will of the performer. It is the 
property of Herman Leibing, a German mu- 
sician at Terre Haute, Ind., and was imported 
from the Fatherland for his use while a child. 
The instrument resembles an ordifary up- 
right piano in form and nothing about the 
exterior gives any hint that it possesses a 
double voice. 

‘‘It differs from the ordinary piano in that 
it has four pedals instead of two. The inner 
two are the usual couplers for increasing and 
diminishing the volume of sound. The outer 
two are the pumping pedals which furnish 
breath for the organ. The mere shifting of 
the feet from one to the other will make the 
change of instruments. 

‘*] knew Leibing quite well when we were 
both boys, and frequently visited his home to 
hear him play. One day he played a sonata 
of Beethoven’s, and then without leaving the 
instrument or making any perceptible change 
in his position commenced a gloria by Handel. 
The change from the vigorous pounding of 
the keys and the exaggerated movements of 
the somewhat excitable German to the slow, 
dignified strains of the organ music and the 
almost absolute quiet observed by him was 
startling. I closely examined the room, half 
expecting that I was being made the victim of 
some kind of a trick, but Leibing played on 
unconscious of my perturbation. 

‘* When he concluded I asked him where he 
had the organ concealed, and he threw .back 
the heavy lid of the instrument and showed it 
snugly reposing beneath the strings of the 
piano. He told methat the instrument, or 
rather the duplex machine, was the idea of an 
old German professor, or Capellmeister, in 
lower Bavaria, who took this means of teach- 
ing the two instruments with one machine. 
Of course the organ attachment was:of in- 
ferior merit, as it was little if anything better 
than the ordinary melodeon,. Still the idea 
was sufficiently startling to convey the im- 
pression of a trick. I have never seen a 
duplicate of the instrument, and understand 
that there are none of them in this country. 
The piano was of excellent tone and was really 
quite a superior-instrument.”’

The continual reports from abroad telling

They have great faith in the 
governmeént and rely upon its carein the matter 
of disinfection, quarantine, and prohibition of 
immigration to take avery step needed to keep 
out the disease. Among Chicago hfe underwriters 
are man who remember the previous 
visits of chulera in 1851, 1866, and other years, 
One of these speaking yesterday upon this 
theme said: ‘it has not n the custom of life 
insurance companies in America in the past.to 
take any: measures, either individually or col- 
lectively, to check the disease. While perhaps 
the- interests of no other business enterprise or 
profession are at stake so much as those of life 
insurance companies they have found it the best 
plan to take no active hand. There is little we 
could accomplish at any rate. The only pre- 
ventive of cholera is cleanly and healthful living 
— this the majority of our patrons under- 
stand. | 


The Chicago Life. Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion, which purposes giving a series of literary 
and social entertainments during the.

The cavernous 
postoftice mailing shutes may choke up, the 
railway mail service writhe in spasms at hav- 
ing swallow too many mountains of letter- 
pouches, and stal cars nay go floundering 
down embankments, but the Chicago carrier 
service sows and reaps its mighty crop of 
hundreds of thousands of measures of 
mail every day. no matter what happens. 
Burn the world away close up to the city's 
gates and still the toil of these 928 lettermen 
would go on, so mighty a the interchange of 

iting by Chicagoans alone. 
Doone erat oo to think whata marvelous 
cash saving to you personally this service is: 
The cheapest ular messenger—even In this 
day of white heat com petition—will charge 
you 15 cents to take a letter only just around 
the corner; taking it from down-town to even 
as far as Thitty-ninth street will cost you 65 
cents: in the one case 13 cents and in the 
other 68 cents are saved you by this govern- 
ment  ietter-carrier service. And yet 


there was tremendous opposition at first 
among Chicago people to having free 
earrier delivery. The biggest, smartest peo- 
ole in the town said they didn’t see any use in 
t. Most everybody had a box, they said, and 


lots of time to gojand get their ‘mail. Jt was 


‘*a useless, tomfool wrinkle—a put on of too 
much style.”’ But it wasn’t lo before they 
saw the greatest use in it, liked “* wrimkle,” 
and admired the “ style.”’ 
Today, with organization down seemingly to 
the finest point possible, this carrier service 
run, catchall, and made to woftk. as 
one perfect, my piece} of mechanism. 
In addition to the vast volume of regular 
mail it takes. your Christmas package, your 
valentine, and 3,000,000 others, and fleetly 
delivers the same with proportionately as 
little show of extra effort as you exhibit in 
reading an extra letter. 
From the moment the mails reach the cen- 
tral office they are kept moving. A stranger 
pacns into the big main room just after a 
1eavy mail has been. received would be 
amazed at the skill and dexterity displayed by 
the men who classify the letters, stamp them, 
and place therh in their proper boxes for de- 
livery. It is done with a rapidity that the eye 
cannot follow. There is never a moment’s 
hesitation. The finger-tips seem imbued with 
independent minds; streets, districts, and 
divisions are within a call that responds 
quickly as a flash of lightning. When the 
bags are unloaded the first thing dong is to 
cut open the bundles at the opening table. 
Then the letters are transferred to amother 
table, where the hour of receipt is stamped on 
the back. Postal cards are not stamped with 
the time of arrival, but occasionally in | the 
hurry a clerk will stamp one by mistake, 
which accounts far their being sometimes so 
marked. When stamped the mail is taken by 
clerks, whoseparateand distribute it by stations. 
All matter that should go to the branch Offices 
or stations issent there immediately, and the 


clerks at the various places make a distribu- 
tion for the carriers. For gaining timea 
force of twenty-six distributors and ten staimp- 
ers is sent out on the night trains to the meet- 
ing point of postal cars. These men returm on 
the office train, distributing, making up, and 
stamping the mail as they come, having it all 
ready on their arrival here for immediate de- 
livery by the carriers. This system wag in- 
augurated by the present Postmaster, ol. 
James A. Sexton, especially for the benefit of 
the business center. An idea of ‘the 
rapidity with which this mail § gets 
to carriers is gained when it 
is said that the first mail on the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern road arriving heré at 
9:30 a. m. is taken to the central. office, the 
bags unlocked, the contents placed in the 
hands of the carriers, and by them transferred 
to their. satchels in time to leave on the 10 
o’clock trip. 

Of the 928 carriers 793 are employed @ex- 
clusively in making deliveries. Seventy-eight 
make deliveries and collections, and 135 
make collections only. Of this force sevenity- 
two are mounted, The term. ** mounted”’ 
applies to those men using a horse and 
wagon, for which the government allows 
$300 extra, a sum said to be very much léss 
than reasonable. These mounted mien 
cover onan average of twenty-two to twenily- 
three miles a day and have a com- 
paratively easy time of it. To facilitate 
matters the carrier force is divided into séc- 
tions designated **.A,”’ “* B,” and ‘*C,.”’: Séec- 
tion ‘“*A’’ and that portion of Section ** #”’ 
south of the river ate divided into seventy dis- 


» tricts, which include the business center sulp- 
plied with six daily deliveries, 


Of these dis- 
tricts forty-six have two carriers éach; fovwir- 
teén have three carriers each; ten have foir 
each, a total of 174 carriers covering an arta 
of .746, or less than one square mile, making 
six deliveries each. In that part of Sectieén 
‘*B.”’ north of the river, which has an area of 
.356 of a square mile, there;are sixteen car- 
riers, making five daily deliveries. The dis- 
tance from the central station to all districts 
in Section **B”’ north of the river will aver- 
age one and one-fourth. miles, @r 
175 miles daily, Section “C” em- 
braces that portion west of the south 
branch of the river from Kinzie to 
Meagher street and from the river west to 
Halsted street, an area of nearly two square 
miles, and that portion west of the river from 
Harrison to Twenty-third street and from the 
river to the lake, being an area of 1.3 sauare 
miles, making a total of 2,875 miles. In that 
portion of Section **C” west of the river ate 
thirty-seven districts, and in these twenty car- 
riers make five deliveries each. twelve makity 
rour and five making three, while in the por- 
tion of Section ‘‘C” east of the river afte 
twenty-seven districts in which. fifteen: car- 
riers make four deliveries each and twelve 
three each, a total of 299 deliveries daily, 
The distance from central station to the digs 
tricts on the West and South Sidesin Section 
**C” are all the way from one and’ one-quat- 
ter to two miles, which are doubled in mak- 
ing each delivery. * 

The working schedules for the business 
center—comprising seventy districts, covered 
by 174 carriers, making six deliveries daily— 
are so arranged as to comply with the eight.

To tan who carry in the Chinese quarters 
say that of all the people to whom they have 
ever delivered mail Chinamen give the least 
trouble—“ indeed, absolutely no trouble at 
all,” said one carrier who has been most 
among them. They are the most anxious for 
mail and are the most thoroughly rateful 
when they receive any. Every time a letter is 
delivered to them it means a good for 
the postman, and never is the day that man 
carryi in this district doesn’t come 
in with a big, a_ large pocketful of 
really fine “‘ smokers.” :

DEFENSE OF THE ACCUSED. 


Undertaken by Prof. Francis Brown, Dr. 
Briggs’ Colleague. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of America has 
condemned Prof. Briggs and suspended him 
from ministerial functions until he retracts 
the opinions to which it objects. In this act 
the proceedings of several years culminate. 
But whoever supposes that a single opinion is 
thereby suppressed, or calm repose secured 
to the Presbyterian Oburch, has read history 


to little purpose and mistakes the temper of 
the present time, The contest is only the old 


struggle between reaction and progress and 
the result just reached is as temporary as the 
backward eddy ina river compared with the 
sweep of the current toward the sea. 

In 1869 two branches of the Presbyterian 
Church, which had been divided for some 
thirty years, came together again. Matters 
of doctrine and polity had separated them.

Few appreciated 
the part which personal feeling, irritation at 
polemics, the fear of losing domination, 
other contributory influences were capable of 
playing. No doubt there has been honest dis- 
turbance of mind at unaccustomed state- 
ments, but the vehemence of the assault upon 
Dr. Briggs cannot be explained by this alone. 
Newspapers, religious and secular, joined in 
the hue andcry. Presbyteries yielded to it. 
The Presbytery of New York yielded to it. 
Although presbytery has since partially 
redeemed itself by voting to dismiss the case 
and afterward to acquit Dr. Briggs, it has not 
been able to repair:‘the wrong caused by its 
first misstep. The Synod of New York has 
had no opportunity to pass upon the case, 
What the assembly done is in all men’s 
mouths. 

In condemning Dr. Briggs the majority of 
the General Assembly ims in effect pro- 
nounced the following opinions:

All these things, by an omnibus, vot, after 
a series of inflammatory speeches, thé assem- 
bly undertook to settle. It will be \claimed 
that it succeeded in doing so. The whip will 
be snapped over the heads of the timid. The 
refractory will be pursued with criticism and 
perhaps disciplined. But this will be only 
added unrighteousness. The constitution of 
the church remains what it was before. The 
subscription formula is not altered. There 
has been no lawful change in any of the re- 
quirements made of ministers and elders. 

One man has been condemned. 

But this decision settles nothing. It changes 
noopinion. Itestablishesnotruth. Majority 
votes are impotent for sucha purpose. There 
will be no peace within the church except by 
comprehension. The decision at Washington 
is a reactionary movement which postpones 
for a little the era of the full comprehension 
of varying opinions within the Presbyterian 
‘Church, on the basis of a common faith and 
life, but it is only a postponement. The 
mighty stream of Christian thought carries 
along these eddies and backsets upon the sur- 
face of its waters—upsetting one boat, per- 
haps, and driving another out of its true 
course, but bearing all onward in its majestic 
flow. No one need seek anotherchannel. No 
Presbyterian need suppose that the surface 
eddies, boil angrily though they may, will pre- 
vail over the ceaseless trend of the vast water- 
ways toward the ocean of truth. This is a 
time to hold together, keep the rudder firm, 
beli@ve in God, and sail on to the smooth 
water which lies just beyond. 

The Presbyterian Church hashad a grand 
history. It will, if God so please, havea 
grand future. But the grandeur of that future 
will lie in the combination of earnestness 
with truth, of practical zeal with scholarly 
devotion, of loyalty to the past with bold out- 
look toward the freer ranges of truth now 
coming into view. Facts cannot be decided 
out of existence. The realities of human 
nature, of the Church, of the Bible, of per- 
sonal and social experience, of scientific ° re- 
search, and of the revelation. of God—all 
these realities must be held firmly in com- 
bination and gradually harmonized. Not till 
then will the work of Christian theology be 
done. The endeavor of a few hundred men 
to secure the future of truth by overlooking 
their fellows is a waste of strength. It willat 
length be abandoned, and then the Christian 
church, united and:full of spiritual life, will 
aig to the full cadnquest of the world for its 

rd and King.

THE CHURCH JUSTIFIED ITSELF. 


The Assembly’s Action Indorsed by Dr. W. 
Cc. Youttg of Kentucky. 

After much hesitation I accede to your ur- 
gent request and herewith through the col- 
umns of your great journal present, from the 
standpoint of one who voted throughout with 
the majority in the trial of the Rev. Dr. 
Briggs, my views concerning that historical 
ecclesiastical event. In doing this I certainly 
have no desire to provoke controversy, or 
even prolong the public discussion of ques- 
tions which I hope will soon be relegated to 
the domain of history. My object is simply 
to show that those who are responsible 
for the result reached, who gave direc- 
tion to the trial and pronounced the 
verdict, were actuated by no spirit of 
bigotry or intolerance, did nothing to lim- 
it confessional liberty or compacted freedom 
of opinion, but were controlled, from first to 
last by loyalty to their ordination vows and by 
regard for the purity and peace of the church. 
If, in vindicating the righteousness and justice 
of the verdict rendered, the position of those 
who voted against it is antagonized, no ques- 
tion is raised by us as to their conscientious- 
ness and sincerity.---Not to attack others, but 
to endeavor to prove that what the assembly 
did was the right thing to do, is the purpose of 
this article. 

For a full understanding and appreciation 
of the action taken by the assembly, a know!l- 
ledge of the entire history of this remarkable 
case is necessary. To give such a history in 
the limits of a newspaper article is impossible. 
The merest outline sketch must suffice. 

For more than ten years certain opinions 
concerning the Bible, held and promulgated 
by whatis called the school of higher criti- 
cism, caused great uneasiness and anxiety 
throughout the church. Dr. Briggs was re- 
garded as, within the Presbyterian denomina- 
tion, preéminently the exponent and teacher 
of these opinions. Several General Assem- 
blies made clear and positive deliverances 
against them. In the face of-these deliver- 
ances Dr. Briggs, doubtless with perfect con- 


scientiousness and sincerity, continuea with. 


increasing boldness and clearness to teach 


and publish those, in the judgment of the- 


church, dangerous and erroneous doctrines. 
In the inaugural address delivered 
by him upon his induction in- 
to the chair of Biblical Theology 
Union Theological Seminary statements 
were made concerning fundamental religious 
truths which the next succeeding General As- 
sembly regarded as so in conflict with the 
teachings of the Bible and the standards of 


the church that, by an overwhelming major- 


ity, his transfer to the new chair was vetoed. 
Soon after the Presbytery of New York ap- 
pointed a committee to examine into and re- 
port upon the views cantained in the inaugu- 
ral address. These formed the basis ofa 
number of charges formulated by the com- 
mittee, and, by order of presbytery, judicial 
process was fo y inaugurated. In an 
initial stage of the pu ings the presbytery 
dismissed the case. - The prosecuting commit- 
tee, claiming to represent the Presbyterian 
Church, appealed against the judgment 
of the presbytery to thé General Assembiy,. 
which metat Portland, Ore., in the spring of 
1892. After a full hearing of all the parties 
the appeal was by a large majority sustained 
and the case remanded to the Presbytery of 
New York with orders that it be tried upon 
ite merits, The trial was held and Dr. Briggs

No charge, therefore, can be more baseless 
than that the action taken was the result of 
inconsiderate haste or alarmed, ignorant 
prejudice. For the verdict fendered, 
whether right or mee the assembiy —_ 
and does assume full responsibility. 1 
questions involved in the assembly assuming 
jurisdiction of thecase and entertaining the 
appeal were largely of a legal, constitutional 
chaseeter, While many hours were occupied 
in their discussion, neither party unsierrating 
their importance, I shall speak of them very 
briefly inorder that the merits of the case 
may be more fully presented. Among the 
objections urged by Dr. Briggs in his four 
hours’ address nst the entertainment by 
the assembly of the appeal, the following 
seemed the most important. 
1. The standing of the Prosecuting committee 
as an original party, and therefore as peving 20 
ht to bring an appeal, was challenged by him. 
. A. at me . that TE ) Pang lt 
rinciple in criminal law 
oan be eales placed in jeopardy of life or limb 
for the same offense” ; it was unconstithtional, il- 
legal, and wrong, he having been aequitted by 
his presbytery. to try him again, a secgnd-time. 
3. He asserted that even if an appeal could be 
taken, it should first be brought before the 
synod, and that its entertainment by the assem- 
bly would be in derogation of the constitutional 
hts of the synod. 


We can obly indicate the answer to these 


objections. . 

As to the standing of the committee, it had 
been settled by the assembly at Portlana, by 
the Presbytery of New York itself, and by the 
unanimous report of the Judicial committee 
of this assembly. 

With regard to the second point, the as- 
sembly held wisely and justly, we think, that 
this was not a criminal trial, but more like a 
suit for breach of contragt, and that both ec- 
clesiastical law and precedents were all 
against the position of the appellee, 

The third objection of Dr. Briggs was con- 
clusively answered by the book of discipline, 
which says appeals shall generally be taken 
to the next superior court. If this 
language means anything it certainly 
means that there may exceptional 
cases when appeals, overleaping the next 
higher judicatory, can be taken to a still 
higher court. The assembly, regarding the 
objections of Dr. Briggs as invalid and recog- 
nizing many and urgent reasows for the 
speedy settlement of the already. long pro- 
tracted case, decided by a majority of more 
than three to-one to entertain and try it. 
What possible essential right of the defendant 
could be injured or imperiled by this decision 
I have been unable to see. What more could 
any actused officer of the church ak or desire 
than a fair, impartial trial by the highest 
court of his:church, representing the settled, 
intelligent opinion of that church with regard 
to the vety questions to be adjudicated? 

Having decided to entertain the appeal the 
assembly at once entered upon the trial of the 
ease. All of the parties, in the order pre- 
scribed by the book.of discipline,-were fully 
heard. Each specification of error wa8 passed 
upon, and finally by an aye and mo recorded 
vote the appeal was sustained by an over- 
whelming majority. The final jadgment or 
verdict interpreting the above action was 
formulated by. a committee after a conference 
of some of its members with Prof. Briggs, 
and was reported to and adopted by the as- 
sembly. .It embraced the reversal af the final 
judgment off the Presbytery of New York and 
the suspension of Dr. Briggs from the minis- 
try. 

An accompanying minute was adopted 
specifying three dangerous errdneous doc- 


trines or heresies which the assembly regarded * 


as substantially involved in the teachings of 
Dr. Briggs. Against those fundamental er- 
rors for holding and teaching which the ver- 
dict of suspension was. given the church was 
solemnly warned. 

Now, are these views or doctrings thus con- 
demned by the assembly in conflict with the 
teachings of the Bible and the Confession of 
Faith? Look at them: 

1. The original ‘scriptures, immediately in- 
spired by God, but srobably containing many 
errors and mistakes. The Bible not the word of 
God, but merely containing—if one ¢an find it— 
the word of 'God. 

2. Reason, in such a sense, a fountiiin of divine 
authority, that through it one who eon every 
supernatural fact of the Christian feligion can 

saved, . 

8. Progressive sanctification after:death—i. e.: 
denial that the soul when it entegs heaven is 
wholly and ‘radically free from sin. 

The assembly |sincerely, firmiy believed 
that these views or doctrines gre in direct 
conflict with the statements of the Bible and 
of the standards af the Pres»yterian Church, 

Does Dr. Briggs hold and teaeh these doc- 
trines? 

The assembly, having read the passages of 
his inaugural address bearing om these sub- 
jects and having listened to his explanations 
and illustrations of those pessage’, Was con- 
vinced that these fundamentally erroneous 
views were held |and taught by Dr. Briggs. 
His language, fairly and honestly interpreted, 
seems to us incapable of any other reasonable 
construction. 

But did he not | publicly profess his hearty 
belief in the teachings of the standards of the 
church upon all these controverted points? 

He did. But he made the same profession 
just before he delivered his inaugural address, 
and almost immediately after his# . answer to 
certain questions |proposed to him by the Di- 
rectors of Union Seminary, which has been 
often cited as containing a positive denial of 
the erroneous teathings charged against him, 


he issued a second edition of theinaugural, 


address, making [Ino changes whatever in it. 
We do not impeath his honesty amd sincerity, 
but we are forced to conclude tha# Dr. Briggs 
and the church attach entirely different mean- 
ings to an acceptance of the  teach- 
ings of the standards. _ He re- 
gards such an ac¢eptance as consistent with 
the statements made in the inawgural as to 
reason. the Bible, and sanctification after 
death. The assembly regards those statements 
as containing dangerous and fandamental 
errors. | 

As Dr. Briggs, both orally and in writing, as- 
serted his determination to continue to teach 
and preach thesp, in the judgment of the 
church, heretical doctrines, in fidelity to 
truth and righteousness, to Christ and his 
church, the assembly was forced to suspend 
him. It could npt in reason, justice, or even 
charity permit any one|within its Gommunion 
and subject to its authority to: promulgate 
views which it hanestly regarded as directly 
opposed to the fundamental truthsof religion. 

No earthly volyntary society of organiza- 
tion would or could allow one of: its officers 
publicly to antagpnize vital prin@iples of its 
constitution. The constitution might be 
wrong ahd the opposer right. That is another 

uestion. But s@ long as the comstitution is 
the accepted bond of association and union, 
self-preservation |demands that open opposi- 
tion to it must be suppressed, even at the cost 
of exclading the opposer. For following this 
just and reasonable course, can @ny candid, 
intelligent man/ charge the TPresbyterian 
Church wiith harshness, narrowness, and big- 
otry? 

A few words iniclosing as to the effect upon 
the church of the/action taken by the assem- 
bly. 


Wé do not claim the spirit of pr@phecy, but: 


we firmly believe/that while a few extremists 
here and there will leave the church, the great 
majority off those who believe that the assem- 
bly acted unwisely will acquiesce im that ac- 
tion. Presbyterians are a law neverencing, 
law abiding people. There will be no rebell- 
ion, no won At Those who indorst and agree 
with the views of |Dr. Briggs are utterly in- 
considerable in number. We 
among ourselves honestly, kindly; differed 
with regard to constitutional questions, as to 
the measure of harmful errorin Dr. Briggs’ 
teachings and the best way of d@ling with 


em. 

But tiow that the church with the authority 
given to it by its |\divine head has judicially 
spoken, there are few who will not submit to 
its decision, Freed from agitation and dis- 
sension, in'the enjoyment of quietness and 
peace, it will gird itself anew for the work to 
which God calls it—-the salvation of sinners, 
the edification of the body of Christ.

LONDON’S OLD PLA¥-HOUSE TO GIVE 
WAY TO STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


Vicissitudes of an Institution Whose Stage 
Witnessed the Triumphs of Many Great 
Actors—It Rarely Made Money—Anec- 
dotes of Celebrated Men Who Were in 
One Way or Another Connected with 
the Theater—Cock Fighting There at 
One Time—Interesting Reminiscences. 

-“Old Drury!” With a tinge of fond regret, 
has the news been received in Amer- 
ica that the Theater Royal, Drury Lane, is 
soon to be torn down. Probably the most 
historic of all playhouses, it is beyond 
dispute the national theater of England, 
and possesses a cosmopolitan interest from 
its long life of more than two centuries and 
its inseparable connection with the names of 
the greatest actors and actresses the world has 
known, 

The long threatened has come at last. The 
exigencies of London’ street improvements 
have proved stronger than the claims of senti- 
ment and tradition. Among Londoners lay- 
men will soon cease to speak of “Old Drury”’ 
as a factor in daily life, and “‘ the profession”’ 
will whisper of “the Lane” only as a fra- 
grant memory. And yet the story of the 
time-honored old theater will never lose its 
charm; the very ground where it has stood 
for 230 years is classic soil. 

Drury Lane was named after the ancient 
family of Drury, and in the olden days was 
noted for intrigues and love affairs. Drury 
House was built by Sir William Drury, Lord 
Deputy of Ireland in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, and when his son succeeded to the 
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Drury Lane playhouse and secured 
company the title of the **: s Players.” 
The cost of this house was £1,500, which 
seems almost ridiculously small, but meant 
considerable money in those days. The 
oe of the building was 112 feet and its 
width 50 feet. Under the title of “The 
Theater yal Drury Lane,” the house was 
opened to the public on April 8, 1663. The 
glece was Beaumont and Fietcher’s “Hu, 
morous Lieutenant.” -The company _nuta- 
beréd about ten actors, who as the ~ 
Players were allowed ‘‘ten yards each of 
scarlet cloth witha proper quantity of lace 
for liveries, and in their warrants from 
Lord Chamberlain were described as “* Gentle- 
men of the Great Chamber.”’ 

In this theater Charles II. first fell in love 
with Nell Gwynne, as. she was acting Valeria 
in Dryden’s tragedy, ‘“ Tyrannic Love. 
Dryden had wanted to attract the mony 
notice to the fair actress, so: he got her ' the 
tragic part of Valeria. 

yA Hie Mr. Pepys found his way behind 
the scenes and records that “‘ Knipp toék us 
in and introduced us to Nellie and to my wife 
and I kissed her.”’ 

Drury Lane had been open about a year 
when one night a terrific ‘‘storme of hayle”’ 
descended over London and ———" through 
the roof of the theater demoralized the amdi- 
ence in the pit. Theatrical performances 
were suspended during the great plague, but 
Drury reopened Nov. 23, 1666. The theater 
was destroyed by fire in January, 1672, anda 
church collection for the sufferers was taken 
up all over the country. 

Sir Christopher Wren, the great architect, 
was ordered to pespare planus for a new thea- 
ter, subject to the King’s approval, and March 
26, 1674, another Drury Lane arose from the 
ashes of the former. The entrance to this 
house was in what is known as Playhouse 
passage and the motto “ Vivitur ingenio” 
was displayed on the center of the proscenium

passed into the possession of William Lord 
Craven, who pulled down Drury and erected 
Craven House, where he lived with his reputed 
wife, Queen Elizabeth of Bohemia. Craven 
House was afterwards turned into aninn, with 
a painted sign having the Queen of Bohemia’s 
head upon it. In Charles II.’s time Drury 
lane wasa most fashionable resort. Lord

actresses Mrs. Bracegirdie and Mrs. Pritch- 
ard. Afterward the notorious Ann Clarges, 
her mother, and their four female associates 
kept a barber shop in Drury lane. Ann 
Clarges was the wife of George Monk, Duke 
of Albemarle. 

“Pretty Nell Gwynne,” in her smock 
sleeves and bodice, and seeming a mighty 
charming creature, used tp pose at the door 
of her lodgings in Drury lane and aim her 
shafts at the susceptible heart of gay King 
John Lacy, the comedian, was 
another resident. Goldsmith sang of Drury 
lane as the favorite retreat of half starving 
authors. 

The sixteenth century was in its teens when 
a place of popular amusement called the 
Pheenix or Cockpit Theater stood in Drury 
lane. It had formerly served as an ordinary 
arena for the purposes of cock fighting, a 
highly fashionable sport inthe days of Queen 
Hlizabeth, and it seéms that a certain 
analogy existed between the theater and the 
cockpit of that time. 

A section of the wooden:cockpit circle used 
to be cut out and a stage get in it for theatri- 
cal purposes. The popularity of cock fight 
ing gradually waned, however, and the cock- 
pit theater fell into such disrepute as a place 
of scandalous conduct and generally question- 
able proceedings that the moral crusade fever 
struck a number of London citizens, who, 
backed up or rather led by the turbulent ap- 
prentices, made an attack upon the obnoxious 
building, looted it, and destroyed or burned 


the properties. This was; Shrove Tuesday, 
March 4, 1617. The Lord Mayor at once 
issued a proclamation directed against the 
‘* great multitudes of vagrant rogues’’ who 
had participated in, the riot. Six years later, 
as ancient chroniclers record, the ** companie 
from Cockpitt Plaiehouse”’ subscribed £20 
toward the rebuilding of St. Giles’ Church. 

In 1647 Parliament closed the theater by a 
special act, but Sir William Davenaht was 
allowed to reopen it in 1658 with a show, os- 
tensibly non-dramatic and relying for its ef- 
fects upon scenery and music, called the 
“‘Cruelty of the Spaniards in Peru.” The 
sum of “*twopence” for each performance 
was exacted by government for the benefit of 
the poor. Within a year after Davenant’s 
venture a bookseller called Rhodes, who had 
been prompter at Blackfriar’s Theater, se- 
cured the management of the Cockpit and he 
put forward as stars Thomas Betterton and 
Kynaston,who had riot yet risen to their subse- 
quent fame, had to meet the one 
tion of Davenant, who, with Thomas - 
grew, erected a new theater in Portugal row 


arch. The first night a prologue by Dryden 


was recited, which, after alluding to the plain- 
ness of the new structure and sneering at the 


gaudiness of the decorations in the rival 


house—the Duke of York’s Theater—went on 
to say that the King had directed simplicity 
to be observed and then praised the conveni- 
ent location of the house. 

Horace Walpole said that. the House of 
Commons was wont to adjourn to attend a 


-spec al performance at Drury Lane just as it 


adjourns for the Derby day. , He also tells 
the story of a night he sat in a side box in the 
theater when the audience expressed its vocif- 
erous disapproval of an unpopular panto- 
mime. The stage manager, Fleetwood, sent 
a lot of professional bruisers into the pit to 
quell the row, but the pit drove the bruisers 
out with loss. 

The second Drury Lane lasted 120 years, 
but in 1791 it had become so dilapidated that 
it was found necessary to almost rebuild it. 
The bills for the night of June 4, 1791, an- 
nounced the “ last time of performing in this 
theater.”” The plays were the ‘Country 
Girl” and *‘No Song No Supper.” Apropos 
of the closing night a newspaper of the 
period contained the following curious para- 
graph: 

DRURY—Died June 4,1791, old Mrs. Drury, who 
lived through six refgns. She knew Bétterton in age 
and Macklin in his prime, and on the night of her 
déath had a rout of 2,000 persons at her house, 

This was the final performance in the house 
that Sir Christopher Wren built. It had been 
repeatedly altered, and during Garrick’sman- 
agement, which began in 1747, was newly 
faced and enlarged until the receipts for a full 
house reached £335. The pit doors were 
close to the orchestra, causing unpleasant 
draughts, and belated patrons who entered by 
them gave such offense to the audience by 
creating cold currents of air that rows and 
disturbances were frequent. ‘*The women in 
fits and the men in fights,’’ while the per- 
plexed actors suspended their mummery until 
peace was restored. # 

The Third Drury Lane Theater was designed 
by Holland and opened April 21, 1794, near- 
ly three years after the old house closed. 
John Kemble was manager and the inaugural 
play ** Macbeth.’ Several innovations were 
noticeable in this production of Shakspeare’s 
play. The ghost of Banquo did ‘not appear in: 
person, an idea adopted by the late tragedian 
Barry Sullivan, and Charles Kemble made his 
professional début. The new thedter cost 
£200,000. The seating capacity was 3,611. 
In length it measured 320 feet and in width

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155 feet, the height being 118 feet. Ihe pro- 
scenium was 38 feet high and 43 feet wide. 
The receipts ofa full house, without dead- 
heads, reached £771. John Kemble spoke 
the prologue, written by Gen. Fitz- 
patrick, and Miss Farren gave _ the 
epilogue, by George Colman Jr. She 
said the . audience need not. fear fire 
as an iron curtain could be lowered at an 
instant’s notice, to cut off the stage from the 
pit, and further, that there was water enough 
to drown them all. The curtain was raised 
and a boatman was seen rowing to and fro in 
an immense tank. This Drury Lane was 
called the Apollo Theater, because of the 
statue on its roof, but its existence was brief, 
fire completely destroying it Feb. 24, 1809, a 
Friday in Lent. ©n account.of the season no 
performances had been held in the theater for 
a week previous, the vaunted water tank was 
empty, and when they tried to pull down the 
iron curtain it would not budge aninch. The 
chief owner at this time was Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan: The fire was supposed to have been 
the work of an incendiary, for an epidemic of 
fires had prevailedin public buildings for 
some weeks previous. : 

Betterton, Garrick, Macklin, John and 
Charles Kemble, J. B. Booth, Jack and 
Charles Bannister, Edmund Kean, John 
Palmer, Macready, Nell Gwynne, Mrs. Sid- 
dons, Kitty Clive, Miss Farren, Mrs. Jordan, 
and Mrs. Crouch all played time and again to 
appreciative audiences, and Braham, the illus- 
trious tenor, first ny in public at Drury 
Lané.

plause. In 1787 John Kemble undertook t 
principal vocal part ina production of “* Rich- 
ard Cosur de Lion.”’ 

Many of the first dramatists and composers 
of the time did their best known work special- 
Lane.. M. G. Lewis (“* Monk” 
Lewis) wrote the ‘Castle Specter” for 
Drury; Storace composed his finest music for 
ita stave; so did Michael Kelly, and Cobb 
wrote ‘*The Humorist” and “The First 
Floor ”’ for original production there. 

The theater that stands today at 
lane and Catherine street dates from 1812, 
and was erected from the designs of Benja- 
min Wyatt, executed to the ‘order of a joint 
stock company established by act of Parlia- 
ment. The chief promoter wasa Mr. White- 
bread, and thé shares varied in value from 
£100. to £500. - A committee, with Lord 
Byron at its head, undertook the management 
and failed. Lord Byron wrote the prologue 
for the opening night. Through the efforts of 
Edmund Kean, the tragedian, the theater was 
extricated from its financial difficulties in 
1814, and four years afterward the commit- 
tee accepted the offer ofa Mr. Elliston to 
lease the house for fourteen years at an annual 
rent of £10,200, he also contracting to pay 
the taxes and expend £7,000 on decorations. 
The theater was too large, so Architect Beas- 
ley was engaged to remudel it, and shortly 
before the work was completed a collation 
was served under unique circumstances on a 
scaffold five feet from the ceiling and fifty 
feet from the pit. Twelve persons partook of 
the repast, which was cooked on the scaf- 
fold. A brass plate was deposited under the 
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pit recording that *‘ this national theater was 
pulled down and rebuilt within the space of 
fifty-eight days.’”’ The reopening day was 
Oct. 16, 1822, the date of Mrs. David Gar- 
rick’s death. The Brydges street” portico of 
the theater was erected by Lessee Elliston, 
from a design by Sir John Soane, at a cost of 
£1,050, the alterations costing £22,000, and 
in 1826 Elliston became bankrupt and retired. 

From this time on nothing but disasters 
awaited the successive lessees of ** Old Drury.” 
Bishop, a man connected with the public lot- 
tery schemes, paid £2,000 to be let out of his 
contract to succeed Elliston. A New-Yorker 
named Stephen Price came next. Price 
was not a success, and was guc- 
ceeded by Afred Bunn, known as the 
‘* Poet Bunn” on account of his work as an 
opera librettist. Hammond and Macready 
followed Bunn as lessees. But the house per- 
sistently refu@®d to pay and was closed for 
long intervals, the performances when it did 
open consisting of promenade concerts and 
odd shows. The prices were cut, and in 1852 
Lessee HE. T. Smith resigned his lease to 
Messrs. Falconer and Chatterton fora jeash 
consideration. . 

In 1867 F. B. Chatterton assumed sole con- 
trol, and some eight years later published a 
pamphlet called ** Poets and Prophets at Dru- 
ry Lane.’ Mr. Chatterton, in short, was seek- 
ing self-vindication. He had been blamed 
for outraging the traditions of honored old 
Drury by shelving the legitimate drama for 
burlesque and extravaganzas. It was. even 
whispered in Gath that he had been heard 
to remark that “‘Shakspeare spelt ruin and 
Byron . bankruptcy.”’ In his pamphlet he 
explained how he had been ‘forced to with- 
draw *‘ Hamlet,” which was losing money, to 
put on Tom Taylor’s melodrama, ‘‘ The Great 
City,’’ which drew enormous crowds. But of 
all events ofthe year, atoning for the losses 
and .the disappointments of other seasons, 
dispelling anxiety and filling the treasury with 
a steady flow of gold, the Christmas pantd- 
mime was nearest and dearest to the heart df 
the manager of Drury Lane. This: institu: 
tion, - upangenenos 4 unknown in the United 
States, is as much a part of/ the English ju- 
veniles’ Christmas as the plum pudding itself. 
The pantomime is a gorgeous spectacta. but 
no theater can produté one like old Drury, 
with its unrivaled stage and magnificent 
‘** properties.”” The loss on Lord Byron’s 
‘* Marino Faliero,’”’ Mr. Chattertan went on 
to say, was £5,000, and the neoltt on Bouci- 
cault’s extravaganza “‘ Formosa’ £10,000. 

The direction of Drury Lane Theater has 
been in the handsof Sir Augustus Harris 
since 1879.

of war. In the year of 1802, when there was 
little or no demand for a terra firma traffic 
between England and the European conti- 
nent. the first tunnel project was born, 
which was soon followed by numberless 
schemes and suggestions. But the‘ Baron 
Munchausen plan of a bridge did not see day- 
light until the year 1849, since when there 
has been no end of proposals, some rational, 
and some decidedly adventurous.’ None of 
these cou'd gain the approval of public opinion. 
Not until 1882, when the English Southern 
Railroad and Tunnel company was organized 
and the carefully prepared plans of Watkins 
and Hawkshaw were presented to Parliament, 
did the question seem to approach solu- 
tion. The feasibility of the . project, the 
expenditures of some $100,000,000 were as- 
sured and France showed no objections. Par- 
liament, however, declined its support on ac- 
count’ of exaggerated military and political 
scruples. 

The Channel Bridge and Railway com- 
pany was formed in 1884 on 
the basis of a former bridge project. 
At the Universal Exposition of Paris the plan 


_.of construction of the old route prepared by 


the celebrated French technologists, H. Her- 
sent and Henry Schneider,’ with the 
assistance of Engineers Fowler and 
Baker of the Forth bridge, was 
first given publicity. Compared with 
a tunnel, the bridge has its advantages and 
disadvantages. ‘The principal advantage is 
that of the: great security against the enemy 
in ease of War, as it is but the work ofa few 
days:to obstruct a bridge, which ought, if any- 


thing, to hasten the consent of Parliament. In | 


ease of railroad accident the danger of 
loss of life iss not as great as in the long, 
The preference for a tunnel 


ration. as the piers of a bridge, no matter 
wom excellent the illumination can prove, are 
bad obstacles, especially to sailing vessels. 
(Jn the other hand, it is hard to contrive good 
ventilation for such large tunnele,: while 
smokeless locomotives and long pipes for con- 
tinued air conveyance must of necessity be 
used, 

It is true that the cost of the bridge will be 
double that of a tunnel, but this must be 
looked upon as a private affair of the compa- 
ny, whose financial soundness is .considered 
to be beyond doubt.

A “‘red Indian” girl, whom a 
well-born young Englishman, in‘a moment of 
brandy, pique, and revenge, marries and sends 
to his family in Engiand to humiliate 
them, is a splendid nucleus for a novel 
of a more fiery| character than this. 
The heroine might have set London ablaze 
witb her barbarisms, and, as she was beauti- 
ful and passionate, a (great story might have 
.been made. However, the story is well 
enough and tald :with much simplicity and 
force. |

acal act named in the foregoing, was 
engaged to an English girl when he 
went to Canada, [but the young wom- 
an calmly threw him over, which per- 
formance -his parents secretly applauded, 
the girl being poor. She was really disagree- 
able and unwomanly, too, which possibly the 
parents may have known, as they certainly 
behaved later, in anything but a worldly man- 
ner, 

, But Francis, with the intensity and reck- 
lessness of his age, |** reads his life back- 
wards.’ No future was before him, of ¢ourse. 
There never is a future before these mad- 
dened youths while the madness is on, ‘ He 
was bitter against hig people; he credited 
them with more interference than was actual. 
He felt that happiness|had gone out of his fe 
and left him hopeless.’’ All this beimg the 
case he makes matters better,rights everything, 
in short, by a terrific coup! He rushes off to 
‘* Eye of the Moun,” an Indian chieftain, lord 
of half a dozen ponies and a couple of tepees, 
and marries his daughter Lali! 

Sends His Dusky Bride to England. 

After a week or so hé sends the India Prin- 
cess, who, with |the instinct of her sex, obeys 
implicitly and with spblime confidenre the 
rhan she loves, to England in charge of an eld- 
erly Scotch servant who has been fully céached. 
The servant understood the delicate nature of 
her business perfectly and carried out her in- 
structions to the letter and with spirit. Some 
nice gentlepeople on|board ship with the 
strange pair, takingin the situation and know- 
ing the family in England, sought to amelior- 
ate matters in their kind way. Mrs. Townley, 
one of them, tried to induce Lali to change 
her style of dress and offered to sacrifite part 
of her own wardrobe to that end. But Lali and 
the Scotchwoman were firm; and the haughty 
young Indian entered | England in her’suit of

And so, when Francis came, as he did at the 
end of three years, wondering at not hearing 
of his bride’s horrible blunders and the utter 
humiliation of his family, he found @ beauti- 
ful young woman, English in speech, dress,

| heart, thanks to his mother, although looking 


upon him with loathing/for his dastardly acts. 
It is Richard the lion-hearted who brings 
them together and who sees them united, after 
Francis has sufficiently abased himself. 

The Indian girlisa trifle too easily made 
over, perhaps; there are too few storms in the 
family, and Francis ought really to have 
married an ugly, middle-aged squaw instead 
of a young and beauteous one, if he 
had sincerely wishdd to dmg his 
people in the dust. But that would hawe made 
a horrible story which no one waduld have 
liked to read.

Opie Reed’s New Story. 

Opie Reed, the prolific, has stories every- 
where and no two alike;|and all are good. In 
the June Cosmopolitan ig one of his romances 
of Southern life, jcalled, ~‘—n § the 
Cypress View Neighborhood,” 4 half- 
humorous, wholly pathetic sketch, which 
has a concreteness and a rounding-up not 
usual in short stories of the present day, which 
are mere episodes in the lives of their char- 
acters.

Mr. Henry L. Fuller’s “real Chicago ” 
story, which has,been eagerly expected, has 
begun in Harper's Weekly, and on the first 
mage, too, which is, if one mistakes not, an 
onor conceded to the storiés of few. It is 
called ‘‘The Cliff-Dwellers,” in allusion to 
the height of the buildings,. and gentle 
satire’ is not confined to the 
title” -either, At last the) ** Easterners,” 
who make Chicago their home and 
immediately proceed to turn and rend it, are 
going to be satirized a_bit, too, it seeins. 
Those who: know Mr. Fuller’s books, the 
‘‘ Chevalier of Pensieri-Vani ’’ and the ** Chat- 
elaine of La Trinité,’”’ have| wondered how 
so poetic a style was to be chained by the re- 
quirements, or to them, perhaps, of a prosaic 
lot in a bustling metropalis. It is too 
early to say yet what existences the char- 
acters are to lead. If Mr. Fuller finds his 
Pegasus, chafing to be off, heican easily trans- 
port the whole bookful to Italy or the Tyrol. 
But it looks very much as if they were to be 
continued and ended in Chicago. 

The opening descriptions are capital; clear, 
caustic, and clever. There isa suggestion of 
Howells in the movement of the characters 
and their conversations; none whatever in the 
impersonal strokes; nor indéed inthe hu- 
morous genealogy of the Massachusetts Brass 
company, for instance, with its army of 
Floyds to be cargied along, sheltered, and 
supported by the corporation, 

It is hardly fair to readers or author to 
guess at the story, or to try to pass finally on 
the merits of an. introduction and two 
chapters! But the interest; is thoroughly 
awakened, and the number! of bright and 
sententious comments on Chicago tell that 
Chicagoans are not to be disappointed 
in the confident hopes of so brill- 
iant an author as Mr, Fuller. 
The dignity and:calmness of) mature vision 
are not wanting. If there aré no snap judg- 
ments and if passion is* second to percep- 
tion, Chicago people know that they will not 
be tuken an inch on the wrong) road. 

Influence of the Fair. 

The World’s Fair is providing Chicagoans 
with much equipment which they lacked be- 
fore. The architectural demands, for in- 
stance. can never be satisfied any more with 
anything short of perfection. Qne knows what 
“high art” is; the — of view is 
growing to be a platform, foreign etiquette is 
no longer a stranger here. But Chicago peo- 
ple were forging their way surely into the 
tirst literary places before this * boom ”’ came; 
and, if the Fair has provided @ sharp spur in 
this direction, it is all it has done. Chicago 
writers have not been willing te be behindhand 
when their city was so rapidly, pushing to the 
front. Material progress‘is not enough; even 
the only materially progressive see this. 

“If Chicago became convinced thata liter- 
ary reputation is a good thing to -have, she 
would get herself one in twenty-four hours,” 
was not written of the real Chicago,Mr.Warner. 
Atany rate, it was not fair. Chicago hds been 
‘‘ getting herself one”’ fori lang time, only 
people like Mr. Warner are satistied with the 
old literature, perhaps. No wonder. There is 
plenty of it yet unread by everybody, and the 
classics are not to be neglécted, But those who 
who are in touch with the times and eager for 
blossoms, not blight and mildew on _ the 
young plants, have the sharpest eyes for the 
first buds. These Western cacti (if you like) 
have yielded very beautiful flowers and bloom 
often. John Ruskin, Prose Laureate of En- 
glang, would have one read aind reread the 
old books. He never reads newspapers, 
which may have been propheti¢ on his part, 
and is certainly a comfortable’ habit for him 
now—and possibly he reads no new books: 
He will wake up one day, if he doesn’t die 
first, and find a new world of letters, of which 
he is not’a part. 

** Never read a book until it isa year old,’ 
says somebody else. This isa rule of special 
application, but distinctly useless. If the 
struggling author waits a year for a sign of 
recognition it is safe to conclude that he will 
wait ten more; and his year will be irrevoca- 
bly wasted. No one without the most arro- 
gant confidence in his |own powers 
could go on piling wp his’ own 
literature, even if the publishers would let 
him, without a sign from his public. There 
would be more frost andice im the literary 
regions than. now, and no fire to speak of. 
The lamp will not burn without oil; neither 
will oil come without a source from which to 
draw it. ' 

The conservative in literature is in a dull 
and sullen minority. And in the meantime 
new writers are encouraged by the progress- 
ive, who see the future vacancies and re- 
member the last gaps.

Tt is quite the fashion to laugh at the offi- 


cial: of the United States Weather 
“Bureau, but do you know what is the matter 
with them? They are often wrong, but iis that 
the fault of the loeal observer or of the sys- 
tem? 
~ If you ask the man at the top of the Audi- 
torium tower he will not give you 4 satis- 
factory answer—that is, it won’t be satisfac- 
tory if you have looked up the matter at all. 
The Weather Bureau is not under the War

“Nothing beyond forwarding the data I 
have mentioned. The predictions are made 
entirely by the Washington officials and the 
local forecast officials. The latter are the 
only ones authorized to make any predictions 
for the territory they are in.

Bureau and Sergt.' Frankenfield had a way of 
occasionally disagreeing with the official pre- 
dictions that must have been very annoying to 
the official prophet. Sergt. Frankenfield usu 
ally didn’t care to be quoied as knowing more 
than the man in Washington, but a man “ do- 
ing the weather”’’ for a Chicago paper was apt 
to get an idea that Sergt. Frankenfield had a 
better insight into Chicago weather, its possi- 
bilities and probabilities, than a man 800 
miles away. : 

On one occasion when Chicago was suffer- 
ing from an overdose of sun Sergt. Buell, who 
preceded Sergt. Frankenfield, was asked what 
chance there, was for relief from the foretaste 
of the infernal regions. He figured it out 
that about 3 or 4 o’clock the following after- 
noon there would be a storm that would cool 
the atmosphere. The next day was Sunday 
and a great ae Baas relied on the official 
prediction from Washington and went to the 
parks and lay down under the shade trees to 
try to get cool.

The 
Washington man probably had _ that storm 
down on his chart, but he had_ scheduled’it to 
go somewhere else, and instead of doing so it 
jumped the track and came to Chicago. Per- 
haps he had figured that it would cross the 
lake when it was one of the storms that gets 
deathly seasick on the water, and so decided 
to go uround the lower end of Lake Michigan. 
Whatever the reasoning may have been the 
man or woman who relied on the “ official 
weather forecast for Chicago and Northern 
Illinois’ had to go home and put on dry 
clothes, while the young man who had talked 
with Sergt. Buell at 8 o’clock the previous 
evening had something like twenty hours in 
which to get under cover before the storm 
broke. ' 

These are just a few illustrations. The 
three sergeants mentioned have ‘“ called ”’ the 
weather for Chicago hundreds, if not thou- 
sands, of times when the official predictions 
have been wrong. But they have not been 
allowed to make any suggestions to the 
ofticials at Washington. They have simply 
sent on records of what the weather had been 
and Washington has serit back.a statement of 
what the weather would be. Then they have 
notified the public at large by means of flags 
that it would be “clear’’ and told their 
friehds privately that there would be “ rain or 
sitow.”’ 

Of course a system that permitted the local 
observer to make the official predictions would 
result in a great deal of confusion and would 
‘be a positive detriment in some localities, but 
if the local weather man can beat the Wash- 
ington prophet on his predictions, as three of 
them have repeatedly done in Chicago, it 
might pay the aforesaid prophet to give the 
local observer credit for knowing just a little 
bit about the ‘peculiarities of the weather at 
the place at which he isstationed. While 
it might not be proper to let the local 
observer make the official prediction, that 
prediction might be more reliable if the offi- 
cial prophet occasionally secured the views of 
the local man instead of -treating him as a 
mere machine employed to forward a record 
of existing conditions as shown by. the ther- 
mometer, barometer, wind-gauge, etc. If al- 
lowed to, the local observer might give some 
valuable pointers to the Washington official 
that would redownd to the credit of the de- 
partment. 

Not long ago the guests of the Park Hotel 
at Madison, Wis., looked out through one of 
the worst storms of the season at the fair 
weather flag floating from the top of the ‘Cap- 
itol tower. That was more excusable than it 
would be in Chicago, where there is an ex- 
perienced man in charge, but even-in that 
case the storm had been predicted by local 

le hours before it broke. 
hal: day and the fair weather flag: floated 
through it all. Of course this may have been 
a case of pure neglect on the part of the man 
who had the flags in charge, but it wasn’t so 
considered by the Madisonians. 

Another case in pointis that of an ex-em- 
ployé of the Weather Bureau connected with 
a daily paper. He was given the weather 
charts every night and made up a prediction 
for the paper that was often right when the 
Washington prediction was wrong. He ex- 
plained it by saying thathe made allowances 
for certain local peculiarities that Washington 
apparently paid no attention to. 

The Weather Bureau, however, is becoming 
more liberal in this matter. When the War 
Department was in charge of it the local ob- 
server was almost a nonentity. He did not 
dare allow himself to be quoted in regard to 
the weather unless he was quoted as giving 
out the Washington predictions. The Agri- 
cultural Department is not so strict, and after 
the Weather Bureau was transferred to :t the 


‘local observer occasionally mustered up suf- 


ficient courage to make some suggestions as 
to what might be expected—to friends or 
newspaper men; never to the department. 
Now the observer is deprived of some of his 
liberties again, but the department makes 
up for that by stationing a 
forecast official in Chicago who 
is authorized to make predictions 
fora certain ‘territory without reference to 
Washington. So part of the time Chicago 
will have its own private predictions, and the 
rest of the time it will have to rely on Wash- 
ington, unless it climbs. to the top of the 
Auditorium tower every night, gets the local 
observer off to one side, and asks him “on 
the dead quiet ’’ what he thinks the weather is 
going to be. Then he may hear of something 
to his advantage that Washington has over- 
looked and no one on duty dare mention, 
even to Washington, the local forecast of- 
ficial having gone home.

Not only is this a noteworthy story as closing 
the famous Rougon-Marquart series, but it is 
a story upon which the author places his 
claims for retognition-in quarters where his 
talents seem not to have found appreciation. 
Besides this the Appletons have nearly 
ready Dr. Georg Ebers’ autobiography and 
Rudyard Kipling’s new volume of stories, 
‘‘Many Inventions.”’ 
stories in this volume have never appeared in 
print before and they are all longer than those 
ublished 1n his ens Se volumes. -Mr. Kip- 
eos has virtually put this book through 
the press. He has come down from 
his Green’ Mountain home several times 
during its making te look after proofs and to 
-work over them with as, much care as if his 
reputation was yet to make. Those inquiring 
minds that are somewhat disturbed by the 
title of Mr. [Kipling’s book will find it ex- 
plained in the motto, or text, printed on the 
title page, taken from Ecclesiastes vii., 20:

remedy is in the hands of the victims. 
If they suffer it is from _ self-inflicted 
wounds. We have no feudal tenures, 


nO primogeniture nor entail; no oppor- 
tunities that are not open to all. Justice, 
equality, liberty, and fraternity are the 
foundations of the State. In every hand is 
the ballot. The school offers education to all. 
The press is free. Speem, thought, and con- 
science are unfettered. 

But universal suffrage has not proved a 
panacea for the evils of society. Poverty is 
not abolished. Though wealth has accumu- 
lated beyond. the dreams of avarice, the 
inequality of distribution is as great as 
in time of Job .and Solon and 
Agis. Many are called but few are 
chosen. Dives is. clothed in purple and 
fine linen and fares sumptuously every day 
while Lazarus longs for the crumbs that fal 
from the rich man’s table. Not only is the 
old problem unsolved, but its conditions are 
complicated and intensified. Vaster political 
power is consolidated in the hands of the few 
and more stupendous fortunes acquired 
by individuals under a_ republic than 
under a monarchy. The great gulf be- 
tween the rich and _ the r yawns 
wider and wider day by day. e forces of 
labor and capital, which should be allies, 
auxiliaries, and friends, are arrayed against 
each other like hostile armies in fortified 
camps, preparmg for siege or battle. Millions 
of money are annually lost in wages, the de- 
struction of perishable property, the deterio- 
ration of plants, and the decrease of profits by 
the strikes and lockouts which have become 
the normal condition of the war between em- 
ployers and the unemployed. 

Utopia is yet an undiscovered country. 
Ideal perfection in society, like the mirage of 
the desert, recedes as it is approached, Hu- 
man nature remains unchanged in every en- 
vironment. Will, foresight,’ industry, so- 
briety, thrift, and economy succeed. Irresolu- 
tion, folly, idleness, waste, and drunkenness 
fail. To him that hath is given and from him 
that hath not is taken away even that 
which he seemeth to have. To one is 
given five talents, to another two, to another 
one—to every man according to his ability. 
The wicked and slothful servant digs into the 
earth and hides his lord’s money, and is cast 
into outer darkness to weep and gnash his 
teeth, The good and faithful servant puts his 
five talents to the exchangers and is made 
ruleft over many things. 

What Civilization Does. ° 


The condition of the masses is immeasura- 
bly bettered with the advance of civilization. 
The poorest artisan today has free enjoyment 
of tomforts and conveniences that monarchs 
with their’ treasures could not purchase five 
centuries ago. But De Tocqueville observed 
the singular anomaly that as the state of the 
masses improves they find it more intolerable 
and discontent increases. Wants and desires 
are multiplied more rapidly than the means 
of gratification. Education, daily news- 
papers, travel, libraries, parks, galleries, and 
shop-windows have widen the horizon of 
working men and women, increased their ca- 
pacity for enjoyment, familiarized them with 
luxuries and the advantages of wealth. Po- 
litical instruction has taught them the @qual- 
ity of man and made them rag more ns ha 
the power of the ballot. False teachers have 
convineed them that all wealth is created by 
labor, and that every man who has more than 
he can earn with his hands by daily wagesisa 
thief, that the capitalist is a foe, and the 
millionaire a public enemy who should be 
outlawed and shot at sight. 

Although the tendency to centralization of 
capital is excessive and should be checked it 
is not true that the poverty of the poor is due 
to the wealth of the rich, nor that the laborer 
is robbed by the’ employment of capital. On 
the contrary, it isin those countries where cap- 
ital is most concentrated that wages are high- 
est and the necessaries of life cheapest and 
most abundant... The statement of rx, 80 
often repeated, that extreme wealth is theGause 
of extreme poverty is a fallacy. It might 
be correct if it were the partition of the 
estate of a deceased person among his heirs, 
or the division of prize money among the cap- 
tors of the galleon, but as applied to the dis- 
tribution of the assets of a nation engagéd in 
productive industries by the interchangeable 
activity of its economic energies, it is an inde- 
fensible absurdity to assert that the increase 
of wealth in one class necessarily involves an 
increase of poverty in another. Each receives 
that portion to which it is entitled by its con- 
tributions to the common fund'of wealth that 
is created by the combined efforts of labor 
and capitgl. 

The méthod of increasing the possessions of 
the poor is riot by compulsory or voluntary 
transfer from those who have to, those who 
have not, not by the single tax, the abolition 
of rent, interest, and profits, but by an in- 
crease of the aggregate wealth through great- 
er production and wider distribution. 

iréat private fortunes are inseparable from 


«high civilization. The richest community in 


the world per capita at this time is the tribe 
of Osage Indians. Its aggregate wealth is 
ten times greater proportionately than that of 
the United States. It is held in common. 
Community of property may not, be the 
cause of barbarism, but in every State 
as. social and economic equality 
proached, and wealth ‘“‘created by labor” 
without theintervention of capital, as in China 
and India, wages are low, the laborer is de- 
graded and progress impossible. Were the 
wealth of the United States equally distributed 
among its inhabitants at this time the sum 
that each would possess, according to the 
census, would be about $1,000. Were this 
equation to continue progress obviously would

No 
doubt the owners and managers of these gor- 
porations have been guilty of shameless job- 
befy, gambling, and extortion, and have piled 
up stupendous fortunes by practices that are 
as repugnant to financial integrity as they are 
shocking to the public conscience; but the gost 
of transportation and service has steadily de- 
clined tilla ton of freight or a passenger tan 
be carried farther for a dollar than at any 
previous time in the world’s history. ; 

By Way of lilustratian. 

The administration of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment is constantly presented as an_illusitra- 
tion of the feasibility and economy of govern- 
mental control of these great agencies of ¢iv-

ilization, Unfortunately for the argument-the } 


expenses of the Postoffice Department qapn- 
stantly exceed its 
millions are annually appropriated from 
the Treasury to supply the deficienry. 
Under the same circumstances any pBpri- 
vate business concern would be treated as in- 
solvent and forced into. liquidation. Praeti- 
cally all that the government does is to 
increase the cost of postage to its citizens. It 
owns none of the facilities of transportatién. 
These are all furnished by private enterprise. 
The government appoints a superfluous and 
costly staff of officials to collect, separate 
and pouch letters, papers, and packages, fe- 
ceive and pay money orders and nots, 
and attend to the bookkeeping. To do this 
work it pays its Washington force nearly a 
million dollars, to postmiasters and their clerks 
more than twenty millions, |for free delivery 
above ten millions, for railway mall clerks 
seven millions—an aggregate of more thin 
forty millions, or five millions above the. @¢n- 
tire amount paid for transportation to private 
railroad and steamship companies, by whase 
enterprise alone cheap and rapid postal servy- 
ice is rendered possible. : 

The government is always’ the worst served 
of allemployers. The hours of labor are less 
in number and the salaries larger than in aly 
private business, and this is nowhere more 
conspicuous than in the Postoffice Depart- 
ment. Any of the great express companiés, 
Wells-Fargo. the American, or the. United 
States, could. profitably perform the postal 
service of the country at half the 
present rates with equal promptnéss and effi- 
ciency and with greater responsibility. Our 
present system. isa typical monopoly. Ifa 
letter or package is lost by the carelessness @r 
knavery of aclerk or postmaster there is mo 
redress. The government endeavors to deteet 
and punish the culprit, but makés 
no reparation even if its agent and 
servant is prov to -have appre- 
priated the property of the citizen. 
The annual list of depredations is appalling: 
but there is no redress. An express company 
or other common carrier would be liable far 
the full value of its loss, and, failing in resti- 
tution, would be compelled to respond or for- 
feit its charter. No private citizen could deal 
with his customers as the government treats 
its patrons in the Postoftice Department with. 
out being in bankruptcy one-half the time and 
in the penitentiary the other half. 

The social malady is grave and menacing, 
but the disease is not so dangerous as the doc. 
tors and the drugs. The political quacks, with 
their sarsaparilla and plasters and pills, are 
treating the symptoms instead of the com. 
plaint. The free coinage of silver, the in. 
crease of the per capita, the restriction of 
immigration, the Australian ballot, and 
qualified suffrage are important questions. 
but they might all be: accomplished with. 
out effecting the slightest amelioration of the 
condition of the great masses of the wage- 
workers of the United States. Instead of dis. 
franchising the poor ignorant it would be well 
to increase their wealth and their intelligence 
and make them fit to vote. A proscribed class 
inevitably become conspirators, and free in- 
stitutions cap only be made secure by the edu- 
cation, prosperity, and contentment of those
